List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 
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The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 
system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 


Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Were any of your ancestors in the colonies prior to the American Revolution? If so, have you 


tried to identify ancestors who may have fought in the Revolutionary War? 


Since Iam a member of the Daughters of the American Revolution (DAR), I already knew 
that one of my ancestors provided patriotic service during the war: Nathaniel Hammond of 


Connecticut. 


I had also started collecting documentation to prove William Buckles on my mother’s side of 


my tree. 


Beyond that, I didn’t know which of my ancestors might have served. Thus, I needed to create 
a list of ancestors who might have served so that I could research them in Fold3 and the DAR 


databases. 


To create a list of potential people, I needed to know who was of the appropriate age to serve. 
I found a wiki on FamilySearch that lists various wars and suggests ‘Ages of Servicemen in 
Wars.’ 


Using that information, I was able to create a marked group of those whose 
Birth date is after 1715 AND Birth date is before 1767

Using this group, I created a custom report to list the names, birth dates and birth places. 
(Note: I should have added the death date and death place to my report.)

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Since this list was NOT limited to ancestors, I had to manually figure out who on the list was 


an ancestor. 


To help identify those ancestors, I created a marked group in RootsMagic for my ancestors. 
This allowed me to have an alphabetical list of ancestors in RootsMagic and compare it to the 


list of potential revolutionary war ancestors in my Excel spreadsheet. 


After marking the ancestors on my list of potential revolutionary war people, I was down to 


20 names.

I then looked up those 20 names using the DAR Ancestor Search site. 

Of my 20 ancestors of the appropriate age to have served, only five of them had service 
information in the DAR database. An additional 2 men were in the DAR database, but their 
service information is questionable.

However, the line thru this Jason Hammond is closed. My application was modified to go 
thru Jason’s father, Nathaniel Hammond (#A050625) who provided patriotic service for 


Connecticut. 


After my application was approved, I quit looking at most of my other branches. Wanting to 


have a patriot ancestor on my mom’s side of the tree, I did investigate the Buckles line. 


Recently, I was curious about how many patriot lines I might have in my tree. Thus, I started 
researching the men in the 8th generation of my tree to see if someone with similar 
information was listed in the DAR ancestor file. And I found quite a few ancestors on the DAR 


site.

When I first started searching Warrick county Indiana land records for my ancestor, James 
Evans, I found four men with the EVANS surname had patented land in Warrick County IN. 
At the time, the other three Evans (Robert, Henry and William) were a mystery. (See post: 
Mystery Evans) And they are still a mystery. 


However, while transcribing deeds for William L. Evans, I found a clue that suggests he might 
be related to Henry H. Evans. When William L. Evans purchased land on the Ohio river from 
Joseph Vankirk, one of the witnesses was Henry H. Evans. While I continue to wonder 
whether these four EVANS men might be related, this is the first piece of evidence suggesting 
aa possible relationship (or at least FAN club membership) between William L. Evans and 
Henry H. Evans. I also found four Ancestry trees showing these two men as brothers. While 
these trees contain quite a bit of documentation for Henry H. Evans and for his father, none 
of the sources were a will or other document that would connect William L. Evans to the 


family.

Leonidas Harrison Briles 

Leonidas Harrison Briles was born May 18, 1885 at Neodesha, Kansas to 
Nathan and Susan Hatler Briles, the second of eleven children. Only one 
remaining member of his immediate family survives, a sister, Mrs. Flossie 
Smith, of Lansing, Kansas. He died May 3, 192 at the Southwest Medical 
Center, Liberal, Kansas, at the age of 86. 

On March 7, 1907 he was married to Elsie Miller in Liberal and she 
survives her husband. They were privileged to celebrate their 65th 
wedding anniversary this year. Mr. Briles came to Texas Count at the age 
of nineteen, taking up a relinquishment right on a claim left by the 
original and first settler, near Adams. He farmed and raised livestock 
until his retirement and moving in to Adams where he and his wife, Elsi, 
built their present home. 

He was a member of the Methodist church at Union Center, east of Adams. 
His parents, both mother and father, were ordained ministries, and his 
grandfather Hatler was a Methodist minister, so he was early grounded 
in the Christian faith and firmly believed the Bible and its teachings. He 
exemplified this faith and belief in contacts with his fellow man He was 
saved when he was 16 and reaffirmed his faith in 1948. 


This writer will alway remember an interview he gave a wisp of a girl n 
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the Adams school, who had an English assignment to write about an 
oldster. Mr. Briles was chosen by Marylia Meggs for that interview. This 
kindly, humorous earthly advice he gave her was so interesting and 
entertaining.

Thirteen 
grandchildren and seventeen great grandchildren, the sister already 
mentioned, a bevy of nieces and nephews, and a large circle of friends are 
left to honor his memory.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

achieve since I lose focus. 


To get over that ‘eventually hurdle that some of my goals have had, I’m going to try a practice 
that a fellow genealogist is using. In her case, she works on one ancestor a month. Since my 
original goal was to create research reports (narrative reports), I’m going to try working on 
one ancestral couple a week. With about 24 weeks left in the year, I should be able to work 


thru quite a few of my 4th great grandparents. 
So my goal becomes 
Work on updating my research for a 4th great grandparent couple (specific) for one week 


(time-bound) to create a narrative report (measurable) and a list of research questions to 


guide future research (measureable — relevant). 
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In the process of achieving this goal over the next 24 weeks, I also hope to continue achieving 


another ‘unwritten’ goal of mine: to post a blog post daily. 


May we all achieve our 2023 goals and may our efforts help open holes in those brick walls.

Have you ever followed a single ‘thread’ of information that opened the door to even more 


information. That’s what I’m hoping will happen with the new social media app, Threads. 


If you haven't heard of Threads, it is Meta’s answer (think Zuckerberg and Facebook) to 
Twitter. I use Twitter (and Facebook) to get information. While I love the various genealogy 
groups on Facebook and learn a bunch from the users in those groups, I also turn to Twitter 


for information. 


While I follow genealogists on Twitter, I also follow news outlets, reporters, and scientists. 
When Swine Flu hit in 2009, I became fascinated with the evolution and spread of the virus. 
Twitter was one way in which I was able to connect with scientists from around the world that 
were researching the impact of that virus. Thus, when the Sars-Cov-2 virus started infecting 
people in China, I was seeing tweets from these same sources about this new disease — way 
before Covid hit our news channels. As covid has evolved I’ve followed more and more 


researchers of this disease and those impacted by it. 


Thus, my Twitter feed is a combination of genealogy, science, medicine, national news and 
faith. While several instances have indicated that the Twitter platform is floundering, I have 


continued to be a faithful user because the other platforms haven’t met my needs.

ability to automatically share my blog posts (now broken by Twitter) 
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Sometime earlier this year, I created an account on Mastodon, but did not use it. At the time, 
I did not record what ‘server’ my account was on. This made it difficult for me to tell others 
about my account. I later moved my account to mastodon.social. While I have an account on 
Mastodon, I have NOT used it enough to feel comfortable with it. However, my feed is 
currently ‘full’ of genealogy news since that is the only users I’ve connected with on 
Mastodon. 


Another platform that is similar to Twitter is Tribel. While some of the users I follow on 
Twitter have accounts on Trible, this platform does not seem to be very active. When I 
searched for posts about genealogy, I found very few. Since the results are not shown in 
reverse chronological order, it is hard to tell how much recent activity there is. Even the list of 


‘trending’ posts only had a few for today. 


And that brings us to the new Twitter option, Threads. Quite a few genealogists have accounts 
on Threads. And I’ve been able to locate many of the other Twitter accounts I follow in 
Threads. As I’m writing this (on Friday afternoon), Threads has a major downside when it 
comes to my usage: I cannot search by topic. When I put genealogy in the search field, it 
brings up lots of users with genealogy in their user name. However, it does not allow me to 


see a list of posts ABOUT genealogy. 


So, how do these Twitter alternatives work with Feedly? As long as I have the appropriate app 
installed and logged in on the device where I’m reading Feedly, I can not only share the 


Feedly post to Twitter, but also to Mastodon, Tribel or Threads. 
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So now on any of the main map tools on randymajors.org, you no longer 
have to dread displaying labels. Check that labels checkbox in the lower 


left earner of the mans and check them ont! 


Add a note 


So what about sharing my stuff? Can I set up my blog to automatically share to these other 
platforms? While I had my blog configured to automatically post to Twitter, Facebook, 
LinkedIn, Tumblr and Instagram, Twitter is now broken. While WordPress can’t fix the 


Twitter issue, it has added Mastodon to the list of sites I can automatically submit my posts. 


Marketing and Integrations 
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Hopefully, WordPress and Meta will work out an agreement to allow the automatic posting of 
WordPress blogs to Threads. 


Based on my stated needs it looks like it is time to learn to use Mastodon and to keep 
checking Threads to see whether it will improve its search feature and allow a connection 


from WordPress.

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Before adding the missing children, I added the will to the list of sources for John Kennedy 


and uploaded the images of the will and the transcription to John’s memories. 


I then used RootsMagic to begin adding the additional children to the family. In the process, 
RootsMagic suggested an unconnected, Lucinda K Kennedy. Thus, I was able to use her FS ID 
to add her to the family of John Kennedy. When I finished adding the children, the FS family 


now has the children named in the will. 
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This readily available will made it easy to not only document but to update the family on 


FamilySearch.

Have you ever used a resource that give the genealogy of the families that settled an area? 
While I’ve used books that trace the descendants of an individual, I don’t know that I’ve used 
a book that is a compilation of descendancy information for settlers. Even when I think of 


those who settled the Germanna colonies, the associated books are for individual surnames. 


While researching my Kennedy ancestors, I stumbled across the mention of a set of books 
about the people who settled Beekman’s Patent in Dutchess County, New York. The 
Wikipedia article for Dutchess county provides a little background on the various royal land 
patents, including the 1705 Beekman patent. The website, Settlers of the Beekman Patent, 
provides additional information about the series of books that contains historical records and 
genealogies of the original settlers of the Beekmap patent. While the books in this series are 
listed in the FamilySearch catalog and on a WikiTree page, they are searchable on 
AmericanAncestors ($). Thanks to AmericanAncestors, I was able to locate the KENNEDY 


family information in volume 7.

It is known that Rev. John Foster, and his brother Thomas. were the first 
white settlers within the limits of Franklin township. These were sons of 
John Foster, sr., who settled in Piketon, in the year 1798, the sons selecting 
their home in Franklin the same year. They were natives of Marylnnd. 
Others of the family emigrated to the county, from time to time, and this 
became a numerous and prominent family in the early days of settlement. 
The first election held in the township was ordered at the house of 


Benjamin Fos-

ter, a member of this family. Rev. John Foster was the first preacher in the 


township, and a zealous Methodist who was active in establishing the 
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church in the wilderness. He was a captain in the war of 1812, anda 
useful and honored citizen in later life. There were five brothers of the 
parent stock of the Foster family in Ross county — Thomas, John, 
Benjamin, Joseph and Richard. According to the “Pioneer Record of Ross 
County,” the last named of these was the first settler of Franklin township, 
other authorities giving this honor to John and Thomas. But it is a matter 
of little moment, since, in either case, the distinction belongs to the Foster 
family. 

Col. John Foster, son of Thomas, was born in Franklin township, August 
4, 1801, and spent his entire life on the farm where he was born, and more 
than seventy years in the same house. He was a practical and successful 
farmer, not caring for political honors, a high achieving some distinctin 
both in civil and military life. He was colonel of a militia regiment for 
some years, and a representative in the legislature in 1848. He held 
various township offices, and was appointed associate judge of Ross 
county, a distinction which he ignored by resigning the office soon after 
his election. Colonel Foster had a family of nine children: Joseph William 
R., Mary (Davis), Thomas, Jane (Davis), John W., James P., Samuel D., 
and Rebecca Ann. The last named son was an officer in the civil war, 
attaining the rank of major. It is said that the father and granfather of 
Colonel Foster were the first white men who ascended the Scioto river in a 
canoe. 

Thomas C., son of Colonel Foster, had a family of six children who lived to 
years of maturity. These were Martha, Hannah, James C., William . John 
and George. While they were alll highly respected and upright citizens, 
one in particular, deserves more than passing notice. Reference is made to 
Maj James C. Foster, who achieved distinction in his young manhood 
days, as a soldier in defense of the Union. He entnrd the service under the 
first call of the President for three years’ volunteers, and served faithfully 
for four and a half years Beginning in the ranks, his soldier like bear- 

ing, intelligence and capability won him promotions, until he attained the 
rank of major in 1864, serving in that capacity: until his discharge in 
January, 1866. A portion of the time he did staff duty under General 


Veatch, and was always at the front. Returning to his home after the war, 
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he resumed the pursuits of civil life, and while busied as a farmer, was 
also active in local and general politics, serving in various official 
positions. He was for several years treasurer of Franklin township, and in 
was elected representative from Ross county in the State legislature. 


One of the earliest settlers of Franklin township was John Johnson ... 
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The Foster Family :-The founder of this numerous and influential family 
in Ohio was the Rev. John Foster, who came from near Cumberland, Md., 
and settled in what is now Pike county in 1706. He died in January, 1800, 
leaving eight children. of whom there were six sons and two daughters. 
Among the former was one who became the Rev. John Foster, No. 2. He 
was born March 3, 1771, and died August 22, 11839, in Madison county, 
Ohio, while on a visit to some of his children. Of the latter there were ten in 
alland among the number was Thomas C. Foster, born July 2, 1813, in 
Ross county. He spent his whole life in Franklin township and died there 
December 18, 1882. His wife was Jane E. Davis, member of one of the 
pioneer families of the township, who died July 12, 1852, leaving six 
children. Of these, Martha was born July 31, 1849; James C. May 3, 1842, 
Hannah, born September 4, 1844, and died February 25, 1893; John, born 
January 4, 1847; William, born September 16, 1850 and died February 14, 
1874; George, born June 21, 1852, and died June 23 1881. Major James C. 
Foster, the oldest son in the above mentioned list was educated in te public 
and private schools of his native county. Shortly before the civil war he 
spent a term at a private military school in Chillicothe, and the experience 
acquired there proved valuable in the years immediately succeeding. On 
October 17, 1861, he enlisted as a private in Company F. Fifty third Ohio 
infantry, being made first sergeant at the organization. January 1, 1862 
his service and politics were awarded by promotion to the second 
lieutenancy and in the following September he was transferred to 
Company I. On June 3, 1863, he was commissioned as captain of 
Company A Fifty-ninth regiment of colored troops which had recently 


been called into service. On June 18, 1864 he was given a commission as 
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major of that regiment, in which capacity he served until the close of the 
war, being in command of the regiment for several months. Major Foster 
participated in the battles of Shiloh, Falling Timbers, Tupelo, Brice’s 
Crossroads and the siege of Corinth. At the battle of Brice’s crossroads, 


near Guntown, 


Miss., June 10, 1864 Captain Foster was placed in charge of the skirmish 
line, composed of his own and another company. They made a heroic fight 
until dark, when, all the troops retiring in the direction of Ripley and the- 
lieutenant-colonel being-totally disabled by a wound, he assumed 
command of the regiment, from which he was not relieved until the 
following-September. During his long army service, Major Foster was 
often detailed on important special service. During the winter of 1862-3 he 
was a member of the general court-martial, and he served on courts of 
inquiry, as chief of 

pickets and in other responsible positions, which showed his high standing 
with his superior officers. He was mustered out of the service January 31, 
1866, after a military career which reflects upon him 

the highest credit. After the close of the war, Major Foster returned home 
and for a time attended a commercial school at Cleveland, after 

which he settled down to a farmer’s life, near his birthplace, where he still 
resides. September 7, 1869, he was married to Emma, daughter of James 
Mary Davis, who died August 2, 1872, leaving One child, Daisy D., born 
June 7, ]870, who is now the wife of H. J. DuBois, of Pike county, Ohio. 
October 19, 1875, Major Foster was remarried, his second wife being 
Mary D., daughter of 

Joseph I. and Jane D Vanse. This union resulted in the birth of four 
daughters and three sons, all of whom are living: Ada C., born March 16, 
1877; J. Vance, born April 29 1879; Jean M., born July 16, 1881; Harry L, 
born March 14, 1884; James C., born November 25, 1887; Mary H., 
December 19, 1889; and Sallie, September 13, 1894. The Major has filled 
various township offices and at the fall election in 1901 he was chosen 
representative in the Ohio general assembly from Ross county, receiving 


5,239 votes to 4,531 for Robert. L. Irvin, his opponent. He was a 
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prominent member of the Grand Army of the Republic and has been 
commander of Joseph Climer post, No. 6,092 at Omega, Ohio, ever since it 
was organized in 1883. He also holds membership in the other patriotic 
organization devoted exclusively to Federal officers and called the Loyal 
Legion.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 


Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 


points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 


Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

The in 1930, E. O. Briles gave up the automotive business to become the ‘picture show man’ in 
Buffalo, Kansas.

This act of 
civil disobedience was repeated for several weeks in an attempt to change the ‘blue laws’ that 
prohibited showing a motion picture on Sundays. While we no longer have such laws, my 


grandfathers attempts to get them changed did not cause them to change. 


9 9 Arrest Lyric Owner 
E. O. Briles Is Arrested Twice for 
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Showing Movies Sunday. 


E. O. Briles, Proprietor of the Lyric theater was arrested twice Sunday by 
city police for violating the Sunday labor law as contained in a city 
ordinance. Briles’ arrest was ordered by City Attorney O. L. Isaacs when 
the theater man opened his house for movies at 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
and again at 8 o'clock in the evening. The two programs were completed 
after Briles had given bond for his appearance in police court at 5 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. 

When the officers went to the theater shortly after 2 o’clock, Briles was 
operating the projector, Miss Glennis Wasson was selling tickets. Briles 
and Miss Wasson were taken to the police station where Briles was 
charged with violating the Sunday labor statute in the city ordinance. He 
gave $100 bond for his appearance Tuesday before Judge J. H. J. Rice. 
Cleo Smalling was found operating the projector when police returned to 
the theater and he to was taken to the station. Neither Smalling nor Miss 
Wasson were charged. They probably will be used as witnesses along with 
10 movie patrons whose names were obtained by the officers. Briles 
continued the movie program after his release on bond, but did not start 
another scheduled performance at 4 o’clock. Police warned Briles that he 
would be arrested at each succeeding showing. 

Briles opened the theater again at 8 o’clock and was re-arrested. His bond 
was fixed at $200 this time. He furnished the surety and was released. 
Briles announced Saturday that he would show on Sunday and invited 
arrest to test the legality of Sunday shows in Emporia. He said he was 


acting upon the recommendation of an attorney. 


While I knew that my grandfather operated the Lyric theater in Emporia, that was all I knew 


about him. Thankfully, newspapers helped me uncover his colorful life!

Do you remember the movie, Glory, about the 54th Massachusetts Infantry Regiment during 
the civil war? This movie highlighted the service of African-Americans during the civil war. 
While I was aware of the movie I was not aware that I had a distant cousin who was an officer 


in a similar regiment: the 59th Regiment of Colored Troops. 


I stumbled across this information while transcribing FOSTER family information from the 


State Centennial History of the County of Ross (Ohio). 


99 On June 3, 1863, he (James C. Foster) was commissioned as captain of 
Company A Fifty-ninth regiment of colored troops which had recently 
been called into service. On June 18, 1864 he was given a commission as 
major of that regiment, in which capacity he served until the close of the 


war, being in command of the regiment for several months. 


Curious about this cousin and his military service, I started digging and found his obituary.

Maj. Foster Is Summoned 
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One of Ross County’s Grand Old Men — Soldier, Former’ Statesman Dies, 
aged 85 


Major James C. Foster died at his home near Higby at 4:30 this morning 
after an illness of some nine months, the result of his advancing years. 
Major Foster was the scion of one of Ross county’s pioneer families, his 
grandfather having migrated to Ross county and having taken up land in 
1796, coming here from Maryland. 

Major Foster was one of Franklin township’s and Ross county’s leading 
citizens, and occupied a high position in the esteem of all serious minded 
citizens in the city and county. 

He was born may 3, 1842, on the Foster farm near Higby, and was in his 
86th year at the time of his death. Major Foster was twice married, but 
both wives have preceded him to the grave. He is survived by the 
following sons and daughters; Mrs. H. J. DuBois, Ada Vause, Jean M., 
Harry L., James C. Jr., Mrs. e. S. Young and Mrs. E. O. Fremont. 

He received his early education in the local schools, attended a military 
school in this city in 1859 and a commercial school in Cleveland in 1868. 
When the civil war broke out in August 24, 1861, he enlisted in Company C 
of the 33rd Volunteer Infantry of Ohio and was transferred from the 
regiment the following September to the 53 regiment of infantry and 
earned his commission. 

He was ina number of major battles of the war, and was assigned to 
recruiting service in Tennessee and aided in organizing the 59 regiment of 
U.S. Colored Infantry, in which he was promoted to majorship, which he 
held when he was mustered out. 

He was a member of the Grand Army of the Republic and the Loyal 
Legion. In 1901 he was elected to represent Ross county in the general 
assembly, serving the term 1902 to 1904, and he was responsible for much 
wise legislation during his service in that body. 

Primarily Major Foster was a farmer, one of the best in Ross county and 
for many years he was one of the chief supporters, and movers in the 


county fair association. 
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He was appointed as one of the

original board of trustees for the memorial hall for Ross county and 
served on that body up to the time it passed out of existence by reason of a 
change in the law which gave place to the board which finally worked for 
the completion of the building in conjunction with the Ohio national 
guard. 

Major Foster was an ardent and enthusiastic Republican in his political 
affiliations, but was never a biased partisan. As a man and friend he 
shone supreme and his kindness and charity will always be remembered 
by many who were favored by him in many ways. 

The funeral will be held form the residence Friday afternoon at 2 p.m. and 


the burial will be made in the Caldwell cemetery. 


Unfortunately, his obituary is very similar to what was published in the Centennial History.

Have you seen newspaper articles discussing a court case to divide land? If so, did you assume 
that these disputes was for the division of land among siblings after the death of a parent or 
step-parent? I have to admit that I made such an assumption when I encountered articles 


involving James C. Foster of Ross County, Ohio in a dispute over land. 


The first article was int he 29 May 1893 issue of the Chillicothe Gazette of Chillicothe, Ohio.

From the above article, I assumed these were siblings fighting over land. Then in the 15 June 


1893 issue of the Chillicothe Gazette, one finds the decision of the court.

and George C. Foster, in which the severalty of the plaintiff was asked to be set off. The 
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plaintiff, John C. Foster, claimed a one fourth interest in two tracts of land, situated in Ross 
and Pike counties, and containing 110 and 10 1/12 acres respectively, as an heir at law of 
Hannah C. Foster, deceased. 

The court appointed John W. Higby, William Landrum and W. L. Lynch, commissioners for 


partition. 


Again, I’m thinking siblings. With the wording ‘heir at law of Hannah C. Foster,’ I’m also 
assumed that Hannah is the mother of John C., James C., Martha F. and George C. Foster. So, 
I try finding this family on FamilySearch. When that search proves unsuccessful, I start 
looking for a Hannah Foster who died around 1893. That’s when I find the family of Thomas 


Coke Foster with children named Martha, James, Hannah, John, William and George.

Each set of filters contains a prompt at the bottom of the list to click to see more. When I 


clicked on the MORE prompt for Record Types, I got an extensive list of various types of 


records. 


Following each of the various filters is a number in parentheses. This is the number of records 


that particular filter will return. 


So, if I select New York as one of the filters, that narrows down the field to 46,682 records. 


When I add Rensselaer county as a filter, that narrows down the field to 2,018. Those record 


type filter can then be used to narrow the search even further. For my Ostrander search in 


Rensselaer County, New York the record types are as follows:

Since I knew my Ostrander family was in 


Rensselaer county prior to the move to Ohio around 1813, I was looking for years prior to 


1813, Since the years are listed in order by the number of records returned, I had to scan the 


list to find a year with records before 1813. At the top of the list is the year 1800 with 189 


results. Toward the bottom of the list, I found 1811 with 37 results and 1807 with 36 results.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town

This is a difficult question when you aren’t really sure which of your ancestors was the last to 


arrive in the continental United States. 


In terms of surnames, I think the RALSTON branch of my tree has the ‘last’ immigrant: David 
Franklin Ralston. According to other researchers, David Franklin Ralston was born in Ireland 
in 1785 and migrated to Pennsylvania in 1803. I haven’t researched David Ralston enough to 

be able to support these two facts with documentation. Additionally, the FamilySearch profile 


and the WikiTree profile also lack such documentation. 
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However, the Ancestry source, Irish Passenger Lists, 1803-1806 includes three passengers 
named David Ralston, with one of them being 15 years old. The fifteen year old David Ralston 


arrived from County Tyrone in May 1803.

While I consider David Ralston my ‘last’ immigrant, some could look at my tree and make the 


case that I have an ‘immigrant’ ancestor who came much later than David Ralston. 


My ancestor, William Gillies Harding was born in 1804 in New Brunswick. William Harding 
was listed on the 1851 census of Kings County, New Brunswick. By 1860, he and his family 


were living in Black Hawk County, Iowa. 


I don’t count William Gillies Harding as an immigrant ancestor because his father, WIlliam 
Harding was born in 1772 in Orange county, New York. William Gillies Harding’s 
grandfather, William Harding, was a Loyalist and moved with his family to New Brunswick 
about 1783. Since my HARDING line was in New York prior to the revolution, I do not 
consider William Gillies Harding to be an immigrant ancestor, even though he technically

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John Foster’s Reminiscences 

Colonel Foster’s father came to Ohio in the year 1796, on an exploring 
expedition. He first went to Kentucky to see his brother-in-law, whose 
name was Cheneworth. He came up the Ohio river to the mouth of the 
Scioto, and up the Scioto in a canoe. In 1798 he emigrated with his family 
to Ohio from Cumberland county, Md. He first settled in Ross county, now 
Pike. From there he removed to the farm (where Colonel Foster is now 


living) on the banks of the Scioto, and lived in a 
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log cabin about one year, and then built a hewed log house, the first house 
of the kind erected in the township. It is now standing and in good 
condition. Mr. Thomas Foster’s family consisted of eight children, six 
daughters and two sons, John and Joseph. The latter died in the State of 
Indiana, in 1864 or 1865, at the age of seventy years. John was born 
August 4, 1801. He has lived in the township all his life, and occupies now 
the room in which he was born. He is now nearly seventy years of age, but 
his well-preserved physical condition would not indicate he had reached 
that period in life. He is a practical farmer, and one of the representative 
men of that great interest. His father had five brothers, Thomas, John, 
Benjamin, Joseph, and Richard. Richard was the first settler of Franklin 


township, when all was a dense wilderness, filled with wild animals of all 
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kinds. Colonel Foster has held several offices during his lifetime, both civil 
and military. He represented the county in the legislature in 1848; was 
associate judge for a short time, when he resigned; was colonel of militia 
for several years, and held township offices, etc., for many years. His 
family consists of nine children, all living, to-wit : Joseph, William E., 
Mary Davis, Thomas, Jane Davis, John W., James P., Samuel D., major in 


late rebellion, and Rebecca Ann. 


Rev. John Foster, of the M. E. Church, uncle of Colonel Foster, was born in 
1771, died in 1839, was in the war of 1812 as captain of a company, and 
was father of twelve children, towit: Sarah, Ruth, Catherine, Betsy, 
Joseph, John, Casandra, Mary, Rachel, Thomas, Rebecca, and Nancy. 
Lewts Foster, another uncle, was born December 26, 1760, and died at the 
age of ninety-two or three. Colonel Foster’s father and his father were the 
first white men who rowed the canoe up the Scioto river. A Mr. 
Cheneworth came to Ohio the summer before Mr. Foster, but they came in 
wagons.

Mr. James Davis’ Reminiscences. 


His father emigrated to Ohio in 1808, and settled on the high banks of the 
Scioto. His family consisted of eight children, to-wit: William, Lotha, 


James, Hannah, Marj’, George, Charles, and Louisa. They removed to 
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Franklin township about 1815. He has held township offices in different 
capacities almost all his life. He used to be a flatboatman, and take his 
boats to Natchez and New Orleans trading. This occupation he followed 
for many years. He would sell his cargo and boats, and then foot it home. 
James has held different township offices. On his father’s farm there was 
an old Indian burying ground, containing at first about twenty acres, 
which has from time to time been diminished by the washing away of the 
bank by the river, and is now almost extinct. They used to find many 
human bones, beads, etc., near and on the ground occupied by this 
graveyard. There are on the farm some four or five ancient works of 
different shapes and sizes, and some of them of considerable extent. There 
is also on this farm a salt spring or deer lick. On James Davis’ farm, some 
years since, a company bored an oil well some seven hundred feet in depth 
; but, like many other companies, they failed to strike He. At the mouth of 
Stony creek. General McArthur, several years since, bored a salt well, and 
made a considerable quantity of salt of a very good quality, but it was 
finally abandoned. On Mr. Davis’ farm is what is known as the Foster 
Chapel, erected forty years since, and is a good substantial building yet. It 
belongs to the M. E. denomination. Mr. Davis’ family consists of three 


children, to-wit: Emma, Mary E., and J. Russell Davis.

In earlier days, Franklin was a great place for game, such as deer, bears, 
panthers, wild cats, etc. Indians, when Mr. Foster first settled on the river, 
were very plenty, and they had a trail passing along up the Scioto, which 
was perceptible for many years. About two miles from Mr. James Davis’ 
farm is a circular-formed basin, some ten to twenty feet deep, which has 
the appearance of having at some time been much deeper. This basin is 
about fifty to sixty feet across, and must have been dug out for some 


purpose by the aborigines many years since. 


We have been shown by Mr. J. C. Foster a beautiful robe, made of four 
deer skins, which he himself had captured in the hills of Franklin. He is 


quite a hunter, and says that there are some of those beautiful and timid 
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animals to be found in the neighboring hills yet, which almost tempted us 
to try our hand. We were shown by Mrs. James Foster quite a large and 
ancient split-bottom chair, which measured across the seat two feet and 
nine inches, and was used by her grandmother in her lifetime. The old 
lady was a very large woman, weighing about four hundred pounds; was 
born November 13, 1770, and died in the spring of 1841, aged seventy-one

Restoration Gives New Life to Historic Cabin

The history of early Scioto Valley families is logged in a recently restored 
cabin in on the Barnhart-Cryder Farms near Hopetown. 

John Haynes Barnhart of 1 Bellcrest Lane has realized a dream in seeing 
salvageable materials from a Pike County ancestral home provide a Ross 
County Scioto riverside “fun place.” the logs formerly were part of the 
two-story Foster house on the west bank of the Scioto in Jackson 


Township (originally Pike County). 
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The house most recently was owned by his mother, Mrs. Robert A. 
Barnhart (Elizabeth Evans) of Grand Avenue. The land on which it stood 
near Omega was sold to Power Cooperatives Inc for part of a proposed 
electric power plantsite. 
The ravages of wind and time had virtually razed the house. Barnhart 
was determined to save what he could. The “new” 15 by 15 foot cabin 
contains original oak and walnut logs, braces and chimney. The doors 
and windows are new, but approximate to the destroyed originals. The 
door is wood-hinged with clothes pegs affixed in pioneer style. 
One brick in the interior chimney used now for a wood-burning stove 
bears the name of the brickmaker, “Thomas.” Above the mantel is a wood 
slab inscribed “Barnhart-Foster. 1835.” 
“Bud” Tackett, a local contractor, joined in Barnhart’s plans and 
resurrected the cabin. The siding of the old house was saved for future use. 
There is only a sleeping loft as there was not enough left to rebuild the two 
stories. 
“The roof caused us the most trouble as we had to find new shakes,” 
Barnhart says. “We moved everything savable last year. Bud moved the 
good stuff to the cabin site. Because of weather, we had to wait until after 
December to put up the chimney and do the chinking.” 
Since the old house was on the west bank of the river, Barnhard selected a 
similarly isolated riverbank site for the cabin. The acres sold to the power 
company were partially acquired Sept. 19, 1799, in a sale from Nathaniel 
Massie to John Foster Sr. The family has records which note that for 180 
pounds current Kentucky money, 300 acres were sold, being part of a 
1,500 acre tract made in the name of Horatio Gates and granted by U.S. 
Patent assigned to James Murray. This was Virginia Military District 
land. 
Another record states Nathaniel Barwell by attorney Nathaniel Massie of 
Adams County, Territory of the U.S. North West of the Ohio River, deeded, 
for 250 pounds in current Kentucky money, to John Foster of Ross County 
250 acres, part of 1,000 acres granted to Barwell. Thomas Foster, a son of 
John Foster I, gave 500 pounds current Kentucky money for another 250 


acres. 
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The cabins’ familial pioneer connections, through Barnhart’s maternal 
and paternal sides, include such prominent pioneer surnames as 
Barnhart, Bothwell, Chenoweth, Cryder, Evans, Foster, Haynes, Koehne, 
Lewis, Platter, Potter, Prather, Rittenour and Thompson. 
The original log house which had a later addition was built prior to 1835 
when Joseph Foster and his bride Catherine Bothwell “went to 
housekeeping” there. They lived there until 18785 when they moved to 322 
Church St. in this city. 
Barnhart’s maternal grandmother, the late Mrs. C.C. (Maude Koehne) 
Evans, kept a family record elegant in its simplicity. 
The Potter family roots were traced to John Potter, born in 1748 in Essex 
County, N.J., who was a captain in Col. Moses Jaquich’s 1st Regiment. He 
married Rachael Thompson and they lived on (General) Braddock’s Road 
near Uniontown, Pa. 
Their daughter, Charlotte, married James Bothwell, who emigrated from 
Scotland to Virginia to Chillicothe. Their daughter, Catherine, was born in 
McArthur and married Joseph Foster Jr. 
On the Foster side, the Rev. John Foster I moved from near Cumberland, 
Md. to what is now Pike County in 1799. The family traveled down to the 
Ohio to the mouth of the Scioto and poled flatboats upriver. 
Foster, Barnhart’s antecedent, died in 1800 and is buried on the old 
Barger Farm off Ohio 335 in Pike County. After having served in the 
Revolutionary War as a private, he became a Methodist minister and 
preached for 35 years. His last sermon was delivered near Pee Pee Prairie 


between Piketon and Waverly at the Snowden Sargent home.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Around July 1, I realized that I wasn’t making much progress on my 2023 goals. Thus, I 
changed my ‘methodology’ and adopted and modified a process that some other genealogy 
blogger use. These bloggers spend a month digging into an ancestor. At the end of the month, 
they switch to another ancestor. My modification was to work on one of my 3rd great- 


grandparent couples each week. 
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While this timeline doesn’t allow me to do much in-depth research, it does allow me to update 
my sources. In addition, it provides the opportunity to use sources that weren’t readily 
available when I previously researched these ancestors. Thus, I am researching digitized 


newspapers and the digitized county records on FamilySearch. 


About the time I started this process, FamilySearch revealed their new United States Wills 
and Deeds Experimental Search. This tool, has been very valuable. Using this resource, I was 


able to QUICKLY locate quite a few deeds. (see my post, Experimental Search) 


While I’ve been updating the research, I’ve also been writing blog posts. Since the vast 
majority of my blog posts are scheduled into the future, the blog posts from this past week’s 
research about Jason Hammond will start appearing August 14. My posts dated July 24 thru 


July 27 were the result of my FOSTER research from two weeks ago. 


While some (likely many) will not view this method of switching research subjects every week 


as productive, I have actually found that I have been very productive these past few weeks.

Do you have county histories in your genealogy library? While younger genealogists may not 
be purchasing copies of these old books, I know that I have several in my collection. And 
while these books were (and likely still are) expensive, they have proven valuable to have at 


my fingertips. 


But, it is unlikely that I will be purchasing similar books in the future. The major reason for 
this is the availability of digital books. ’'m sure my readers are used to accessing books on 
sites like Archive.org, Google Books and FamilySearch. And those are my go-tos when I’m 


looking for a digital copy of a book. 


However, there is another source to check for a digital book that I often forget to use: 
Ancestry. When I was looking for a digital copy of the book, Counties of Warren, Benton, 
Jasper and Newton, Indiana I found it on Ancestry. 


I love that these various sites provide access to digital books. Not only do the search functions 
help me find all mentions of a family name in the book but they don’t require space on my 


crowded bookshelves! 


While updating my FOSTER research, I decided to not only locate mentions of Zebulon 
Foster in the History of Warren County section of the book Counties of Warre, Benton, Jasper 


and Newton, Indiana but to transcribe those mentions. 


On page 151, the author discusses the Churches of West Lebanon. Zebulon Foster is 


mentioned in the portion about the Methodist class. 
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The Methodist class of Lebanon was organized about the year 1837, in the 
old schoolhouse, by Rev. Ansel Beach (probably). Among the first 
members were Jesse Swisher, Delos Warren, Rev. Colbreath Hall, Edward

Lifelong Companion — The death of a Devoted Wife and Mother 


Mrs. Harriet Foster Fleming passes away Sunday morning. Wedded to 
her childhood schoolmate, John J. Fleming. The youngest of six children 
and the first one to depart from this life. 


Died Sunday morning at 6 o'clock, at her late residence in Watseka, Mrs. 
Harriet Foster Fleming, wife of John J. Fleming, aged 57 years, 4 months 
and 20 days. 


Harriet Foster was the daughter of Zebulon and Carolyn Foster. She was 


born near West Lebanon, Ind., October 14, 1848. She was the youngest of 
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six children and is the first of the family, with the exception of the parents 


to pass away. 


Near West Lebanon Harriet Foster grew to womanhood. At the age of 
sixteen she united with the Methodist church and her life has been a 
beautiful example of the practice of Christian virtues. On September 17, 
1868, she was married at the home of her parents on the same farm upon 
which she grew to maturity, to John J. Fleming, who was reared in the 
same neighborhood and attended the same school in the early days. The 
following spring after their marriage Mr. and Mrs. Fleming came to 
Iroquois County and settled upon a farm twelve miles southeast of 
Watseka where they lived until 1877, when they moved back to Warren 
County, Ind. In 1885 they came back to this County and made their home 


in Watseka, where they have since lived. 


Mrs. Fleming was the mother of three children: Nellie, wife of Iven Hoys, 
Lola Bell, wife of John Braden, of Kentland and Lula Bell who died in 
1897. The two latter were twins. Besides the two daughter, the five 
brothers and sisters who survive are: Edward Foster, of Urbanna, IIL; 
Rachel Creider, wife of J.C. Briggs, Onarga, Eliza E., wife of George T. 
Bell, West Lebanon, Ind.; Mrs. Mary Crawford, Dodge City, Kan. and 
William Foster of Danville. Four cousins whose parents died when they 
were young and being left orphans were taken into the Foster family and 
grew up with the six children and their relations were as brothers and 
sisters. These cousins are O. P. Stufflebeam, of Rossville, Morgan 
Stufflebeam, of Judaville, Ind,; Miller Stufflebeam, of LaFayette, Ind. and 
Mrs. Margaret Burberick, who lives in the state of Washington. Besides 
these two children of Mrs. Hoyt and two children of Mrs. Braden also 
survive. The brothers and sisters, Mr. Stufflebeam of Rossville and Mrs. 
Briggs’ daughter, Mrs. T. W. Anderson, of Donovan, with her husband 


were present at the funeral. 


As a lover of her home and family and as a woman possessing the 


qualities inseparable from a good wife and mother Mrs. Fleming had few 
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equals. She led a quiet life, cheerfully discharging the duties which fell to 
her lot. The even tenor of her happy home life received a great shock in the 
death of her beloved daughter Lula eight years ago. Although the loss 
seemed irreconcilable her Christian faith and fortitude bore her up under 
the great burden of grief, as ti did during the many months of suffering 
previous to her death, Mrs. Fleming was an active worker in the 
Methodist church. At one time she was President of the Aid Society. She 


was also a member of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 


Both during the time immediately preceding her death when her ailment 
took an acute form and after she had passed away neighbors and friends 
rendered the assistance customary under such circumstances for which 
the family is very grateful. She has gone — she hs left us — she has moved 
out of the old house. She has gone to a home not made by hands, eternal in 


the heavens. 


The funeral services were held at the residence yesterday afternoon, 
conducted by Rev. J. Wellington Frizzelle and Rev. W. D. Smith.

Are we cousins? Or am I a cousin to your husband? I recently worked with an obituary that 
identified O. P. Stufflebeam, Morgan Stufflebeam, Miller Stufflebeam and Mrs. Margaret 
Burberick as cousins of the children of Harriet Foster Fleming. When I read those names, I 
immediately thought of you and your Empty Branches on the Family Tree blog and wondered 


if there is a connection. 


Thanks to the FamilySearch tree, I found that these are the children of John Stufflebeam and 
Harriet Ostrander. It is the OSTRANDER line that connects Harriet Foster Fleming to the 
Stufflebeam children. Harriet’s mother, Caroline Ostrander, was a sister of Harriet Ostrander. 
Their father, Dr. Edward Ostrander, would be the common ancestor between myself and 


these Stufflebeam lines. 


I was aware that we share New Brunswick lines. However, when I browsed the various topics 


you have written about, I found several other possible connections. 


e Adams — My ADAMS research is part of my Garrard County, Kentucky CRAWFORD 
Fan Club research. While browsing her ADAMS posts did not reveal a connection, the 
presence of her ADAMS research in Overton County, Tennessee was intriguing. One of 
my close CRAWFORD yDNA matches is an Overton County, Tennessee brick wall. 

e Kennedy — My Kennedy line is a New England line while her post is about Thomas 
Kennedy who died in Bourbon county, Kentucky. While this is a different Thomas 
Kennedy in early Kentucky, my CRAWFORD research connects to the KENNEDY family 
that owned land along Paint Lick Creek in Garrard County. 

e Thompson -— It will take much reading of her Thompson’s posts and research, but it is 
possible that my Thompson line connects to her research. The earliest information I 
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have on my Thompson line is the birth of John Thompson in 1797 in Kentucky. I then 
have a John Thompson being apprenticed in 1810 in Ohio County, Kentucky. 

e White — We both have the New England WHITE surname in our trees. However, when I 
found her Rev. John White on Family Search and looked at our relationship, our 
relationship is thru the WISE line and not the WHITE line.

When I looked 
at my relationship to her Thomas Wells who married Abigail Warner, I did not find a 
relationship thru my WELLS line. Instead, the FamilySearch tree shows Thomas Wells 
and Abigail Warner as my ancestors going back thru Richmond Fisk Hammond’s (my 
second great grandfather) FISK line thru Jonathan FISK.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town

According to the 
FamilySearch tree, Edward Ostrander had a second wife named Margery. Various county 
histories place him in the Waverly area. Thus, it has been assumed that this will is for Dr. 
Edward Ostrander of Ross county, Ohio. However, this will does not mention any of his 


children. 


Thanks to the ‘handy-dandy’ new Experimental Search, I found two deeds that raise some 
questions. Both deeds are for the sale of land by ‘Edward Ostrander’s heirs’ and is by some of 


his children. Thus, some questions! 


¢ Are there two different Edward Ostranders with one living in Pickaway county and one 
living in Pike/Ross county? 

e Are there two different wills? One willing the lot in Waverly to a second wife and another 
transferring different land to children? 

e Are there more deeds for others identified as children of Dr. Edward Ostrander. 


No matter what the answers are, I likely would have not found these records this quickly.

Do you ever take a ‘detour’ with research? A brief mention on the radio this morning caused 


me to put aside my genealogy research to do some county history research today. The radio 
mentioned that August 7th is Purple Hearts day. 


As a volunteer at the local historical society, I was curious about whether there was a list of 
recipients for Nemaha County. Much to my surprise there is NOT a master list of Purple 


Hearts recipients let alone one for Nemaha County. (FAQ — National Purple Heart Hall of 
Honor) 


Thus, I started searching the Seneca newspapers for ‘purple heart’. The first article I found 


was in the 6 June 1932 issue of the Courier Tribune which discussed the revival of the Purple 
Heart award. 
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Courier Tribune 


June 6, 1932 


Men Wounded in Battle to Receive a Decoration 


A number of Seneca ex-service men are eligible to a new military 
decoration, or, rather an old decoration that is being revived. It is known 
as the Order of the Purple Heart and is awarded by the war department 
to men who were wounded in action. The Purple Heart medal has a 
bronze edge with raised, purple background. The head is of bronze while 
the shield is composed of red bars and stars. The reverse side is all bronze 
carrying the engraved name of the recipient. An oak leaf cluster is 
attached to the medal for each wound received. During the revolutionary 
war George Washington designed and issued the Purple Heart as his 
tribute to gallantry. Records show but three received the honor during the 
Revolution. Then the decoration was forgotten and not revived until 
President Hoover recommended its use in honor of the two-hundredth 
anniversary of Washington’s birth. The War Department is distributing 
the medals but so far as known none has been received in this community. 
Charles R. Clinkenbeard, Lincoln, formerly of Wetmore received the 


award with three clusters. He was gassed and twice wounded.

So, now I need to find other sources to support the 1869 death date — or — to disprove it. My 


first thought was to find an obituary. So far, that search has been unsuccessful. 


My next step was to try and find a will or probate record to try and pinpoint a death date. 
Thus, I turned to the new United States Wills and Deeds Experimental Search tool on 
FamilySearch. While I didn’t find a will or court record, I did find a quit claim deed that 
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identifies Lucinda Ostrander as the widow of Anthony Ostrander. Unfortunately, the land 
records for Vigo County, Indiana require me to go to an affiliate library or family history 


center to view the images. However, the transcription of the deed is still available!

Is this deed enough to convince everyone that Anthony M. Ostrander did not die in 1869 as 
indicated on his tombstone? Probably not. However, it does provide support for an 1879 
death date. 


Further ‘proof is found on Ancestry where a user shared a copy of an 1879 deed and an image 
of an obituary clipping. While the obituary clipping does not contain a date, it does indicate 
that Anthony M. Ostrander was 75 years old at his death. This further supports an 1879 death 
date.

Then with the help of the United States Wills and Deeds Experimental Search, I found deeds 
identifying Caroline Foster, Harriet Stufflebeam, George Ostrander and Anthony M. 
Ostrander as heirs of Edward Ostrander. These quit claim deeds are for the sale of land in 
Pike County, Ohio. I did not find similar transactions where the rest of the children sold off 
the land. 


These deeds raised more questions. 


e Howcan the children be identified as Edward Ostrander heirs when the will only names 
a wife? 
e Why aren’t all of the children mentioned in deeds selling land? 
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e Are there TWO Edward Ostranders whose families have been merged in the trees? 


I recently found another deed that would indicate that there is only ONE Edward Ostrander 
in these records. This deed was a Sheriffs sale due to a court case over the partition of land. 
Several of the daughters of Edward Ostrander are mentioned in this deed that were not 


mentioned in the other deeds.

A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Several of these people are colored for “British Colonial America’ while the majority 
of my 7th generation ancestors are colored for United States. Since the coloring is based on 
what is entered for the birth place, it is dependent on how users enter places prior to the 


revolutionary war.

New to me a few months ago were road signs for Hammond Corners. 
They stand properly official on North Cleveland-Massillon Road, calling 


attention to the crossing of Ira Road. 
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Never had I seen the corner officially designated, but 50 years ago, when 
our home was on Ira Road, old-timers referred to the road as Ira- 
Hammond. History books recalling the earliest years of the township sy 
that its name was Hammondsburgh from 1810 to 1828. The current signs 
were put up last spring, when Stewart Steiner conducted a tour through 


the township for the Summit County Historical Society. 


Theodore Hammond was the first settler of Bath Township, barely 
preceding his uncle, Jonathan Hale. Theodore’s father, Jason Hammond, 
a Revolutionary War veteran, bought 1,500 acres sight unseen from one 
of the shareholders of the Connecticut Land Co. and sent Theodore to 


claim the land and build a cabin so the family could follow. 


Jonathan Hale bought 500 acres from the same shareholder, but 
Hammond had first choice of land. He chose land just south of the present 
Hale Farm and Village and extending two miles west into the wooded 
hills. 


Settling in 

Each man found squatters on the land he had chosen and each rebuilt the 
shanties into usable log cabins. The families then came west, eight Hales 
and six Hammonds, traveling together for six weeks through the 
wilderness by oxen and wagon for encouragement and safety. Mail 
reached them tf addressed to Hammondsburgh or to Township 3, Range 


12 of the Western Reserve of Connecticut. 


But some unrecorded falling-out may have brought about a dislike of the 
name Hammondsburgh, for at a meeting Jonathan Hale peevisly 
exclaimed “Oh, call it Jerusalem, or Jericho or Bath — anything but 


Hammondsburgh.” and in 1828 it became Bath. 


Theodore Hammond married and moved up the steep hill. Hammond 
Corners flourished with a school, a church, a hotel, a blacksmith’s shop 


and a store. Today the school has been remodeled into a private home; the 
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church has moved to Bath Road; a bank sits where once was the hotel. 
Jason Hammond built a sawmill on the fast-flowing waters of Yellow 
Creek. His daughters marries prosperous settlers of Richfield. All are 
known now only through histories and the tombstones in Bath and Ira 


cemeteries. 


Corners, Corners

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Bath Township 


An Interesting Review of Its Organization 


It was one of the First Colonies on the 
Western Reserve and was Known as 
Hammondsburg — Bits of History in 
Connection with Its Growth and 


Prosperity. 


To the Editor 

Not long since I read in an Akron paper, a complimentary notice of Hon. 
Charles O. Hale, that, so far as he is concerned I am pleased with it, but 
there are some statements in it in regard to the early settlement of Bath 


which I will beg leave to rise to explain. 
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As the early history of the Western Reserve is being investigated, it may be 
proper for one born in Bath, in 1819, and seeing and hearing and being a 
part of tis history up to 1852, to speak a little from the lips of he departed, 
and from his own observation or experiences, of those early days. The 
early history of any part of the Western Reserve is of interest to many, so 
with the charity of all, I will give a little sketch of the first bona fida 


settlement in Bath an the causes that led to it. 


Many years ago some sketches were made by Gen. Bierce, that from some 
cause, contained mistakes or fictions that seem to have grown to facts 
before the public. Perhaps from want of due notice from the most 
interested parties who had then passed to other scenes, but now no 
apology is needed and I will give some of the leading ones so far as I know 
or understand them. Jason Hammond, of Bolton, Conn., was the founder 
of Bath colony. His oldest son, Theodore, was the agent in starting the 
enterprise and the first settler in the colony. Owen Brown, of Hudson, 
gave Bath its present name. But permit a little of the first history of the 
Hammond family in America. In 1836 Thomas Hammond came from 
England and settled finally in Newton Mass. From this family have 
descended many good and worthy sons and daughters of this republic; no 
son perhaps more worthy than Jason the founder of the Bath colony. He 
was the eldest son of Nathaniel Hammond whose father was the first 
settler and the proprietor of said Bolton township in common. Nathaniel 
inherited his estate and was able to give to each of 11 sons a good farm 
and to each of five daughters a handsome dowery. 

Jason, born in 1762, was very enterprising and extended his business to 
milling, to merchandising in east Hartford and to shipping to the West 
Indies. Fortune seemed to favor him and he obtained a partner to share in 


his growing business. 


After Some Prosperous Years 


He suffered a protracted sickness, and his partner took advantage of this 


evil time and sold out the store and assets and decamped to parts 
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unknown. This was indeed a severe blow, and besides his loss, involved 
him in a debt of $75,000. That misfortunes never come single was proven 
again. But he was a man of resolution and resources. After a time he was 


able to meet all his obligations, and have a modest fortune left. 


He had now a family of three sons, Theodore, Lewis, Horatio, and two 
daughters, Rachel and Mary, to provide for. Theodore thought, with the 
changed circumstances, the loss of schooling, in helping in his father’s 
trials, the prospect uninviting to him, in common and as speculators in the 
Western Reserve lands were inviting settlement he concluded he would try 
his fortune in the far west, and so told his father. Then it was the custom to 
have the children reside as near home as possible, and his parents did not 
want him to go. It was so far away, he must go quite empty handed, on 
account of the changed conditions of the family. All their other children 
growing around them, at the poor prospects for all income they, 
themselves, then being towards 50 years of age, concluded that it would 
be better for all to go and the family would be kept together. Several 
commission speculators had invested in Western lands among them were 
Messrs. Williams, Lloyd, Ellsworth, Battle, and Bull, and with the last 
named a change of property was made. Mr. Bull’s tract was in what is 
now known as Bath township, and commencing at the northeast corner of 
the township, extending seven (7) tiers of lots west, and three (3) tiers 
south, containing twenty-one (21) lots of 150 acres each, more or less. A 
bargain was made for about 1,200 acres of this land, and to be completed 
on sight of the land, Mr. Hammond having the first choice. NO definite 
writings could be made, until the land was selected and described. 

In the mean time other questions were being considered. For a family to 
go alone so far away into the great wilderness of the “wild west” was 
thought a too daring and dangerous an undertaking. So other parties 
were solicited to join with it and make a little colony for society’s mutual 
protection. This was the start of the Bath colony. Among those solicited 
was Jonathan Hale, whose older sister was the wife of Jason Hammond, 
also Elijah Hale, whose wife was a younger sister. So it was thought to be 
better for themselves and the future of their families to meet with the 
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Hammonds and “go west,” too. Jonathan found that he could bargain for 
150 acres of the Bull tract and have the second choice and to be selected, 
too, in sight of the land and before completion of the bargain. TO make the 
different selections and prepare homes for the families, Theodore and 
Jonathan were to go before the others. So Theodore with a wagon and 
yoke of oxen, with a horse in the lead started on the eighth day of June, 
1810, for the west and just three days before his majority Jonathan Hale 
followed on the 12th day after with a wagon and span of horses. He 
expected to overtake Theodore and both came together. They took 
different routes, however, and each cam through alone. Mr. Hale traveled 
faster with his horse and arrived on the Bull tract on the 14th of July, 
following. But as he could do nothing, until after Theodore came, and 
hearing that he was delayed by injury to his oxen, Mr. Hale returned to 


meet him, and both came out to the promised land together July 25, 1810. 


Theodore, forthwith examined the Bull tract and made choice of the third 
tier of lots from the north line, or the south tier of the Bull tract and 
enough from another to make his compliment of about 100 acres. On the 
east lot of his choice he found a log house built by a squatter named Gates, 
who afterward settled on what is now the Howe farm, just east of this lot, 
in another township. Theodore was given immediate possession for his 
father’s family and himself. He being of age and single, he became the first 
bona fide settler 

on lands first bought for settlement in what is now known as Bath 


township in Summit county, O. 


Jonathan Hale having the second choice selected the east lot in the second 
tier from the north to the Bull tract, or just north of the Hammond east lot 
and where the venerable brick house now stands. As the east lots on both 


the second and third tiers had some rich bottom lands, some squatters had 


Made a Little Settlement 
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on them and the only thing of th kind on the BUII tract, and without much 
regard to lines. The best house in it was claimed by one Miller, so it is not 
strange that when Mr. Hale and he saw each other on the road that Mr. 
Miller should expect Mr. Hale to go right to his house, when he (Hale) 
came to the settlement. In this house Jonathan Hale wrote his first letter 
home to his wife, then in Connecticut, and dated it “Hammondsburgh, 
July 30, 1810, just after he had made his fifth choice. In this letter he says 
“the land here is much better than I expected. The farm that I shal have of 
150 acres is full equal to our garden, and Mr. Hammond’s is still better, if 


possible. There are five or six parties and I have

made considerable improvements, I now live with Capt. Abraham Miller 
in the best house in Hammondsburgh, etc. Mr. Hale himself gave the 
settlement this name, and in honor of his brother-in-law who was the 
leading man and founder of the new colony. It was kindly meant no doubt 
as the names of men are often given to places or institutions they seek to 
aid though not expected here. The country generally around had been 
known as “Wheatfield,” but after this the settlement was now both east 
and west as Hammondsburgh. About 1815 the name of Bath was given tot 


he new township. 


Before closing his bargain for the 150 acres, Uncle Jonathan found he 
could make an exchange for more lots on the uplands west of him. He took 
them, and they, with the first 150 acres, were all put together in the same 
deed. This deed was dated Sept. 8, 1810. This date, together with his 
remark in the letter to his wife about the land that I shall have show, 
clearly , that no completed sale and choice of lands was made before going 


to Ohio, as had been claimed. 


In September, later than the date of this deed, all the Hammond and Hale 
families started in horse wagons from Connecticut and came on together, 
arriving in the first part of November following, and living 49 days on the 


road. Theodore was 48 days coming, but Jonathan came in 32 days. 
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Jonathan now, for the first time, became a settled man in the colony. 
Young Hammed had been settled more than three months before. ‘Tis true, 


no doubt that Uncle Jonathan 


Was First on the Ground 


But he could not settle, or “light,” for he had no place to settle on and could 
not have, until the first choice had been made. Then he could e no better 
off, as a “setter” so long as his family and home were in Connecticut and 
as all the families came together, they were equally first settlers with 


Jonathan. 


Theodore had added a new log house to the old one, and the family found 
at once, a home. They were log houses, but they were homes. the long 
weary journey, from bright homes, ended in a new world, to them. They 
found great forests standing where the harvests were to grow, and at once 
commenced to make improvements. Dangers from wild beasts and wilder 
men and insidious diseases met them on every side. What a change from 
the safety and comforts and society of a good New England home! Little 
does the present generation know or think or perhaps care about the 
dangers, labors and sacrifices of the pioneer settlers, to prepare the way 
for the bright homes of the Reserve to-day, 

and the blessings about them. Yet these pilgrims did not hang their harps 
upon the willows, but made the wilderness cheerful with their songs, and 
with a trust in a Divinity, that wisely shapes our course even in darkness, 
they made conquests over nature and themselves. They turned the forests 
into blooming fields and their hearts to ne praises to Him who can save 
and bless in all lands. The heads of these families were strict Presbyterians 
and their faith as firm as the hills from which they came. But here they 
had no house in which to worship God only one of his own building under 
the stars. Neither had these sheep any shepherd. Yet they could mingle 
their songs and prayers in the several homes, on the Sabbath; could read 
from volumes of sermons truly orthodox, which they were sure to bring 


with them. Books were few and papers, blanks. The Bible and hymn book, 
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some church history, lives of the martyrs and the Spectator, with the 


sermon volumes made a precious library, on which the dust never settled. 


From the want of newspapers they were mainly shut out of the world. Yet 
the mail gave them a little view of a narrow world. There were no 
telegraph nor telephone wires to give quick intelligence. No photograph 
albums were displayed on their center tables, nor diamonds in their hair, 


but an abundance of roses on their cheeks. 


From their labors and the lands they had an abundance, bu the markets 
were distant and the prices generally low, so but little was realized for 


cash expenses and for the taxes, the latter the burden of the year. 


I should have observed before some of the people just found there, and 
others coming to that region, often joined in the religious exercises of the 
first settlers. 


Ina few years Calvin Hammond, brother of Jason, came from Vermont 
with his family, and joined the colony. He brought a wife and mother, 
three vigorous young sons, Emis, Ward and Royal, and a noble daughter, 
Lucinda. Calvin bought lands of Jason and settled near what is now called 


“Hammond’s Corners,” which in many years after, was sold to George 
Kirk. 


Uncle Hale was a good musician. He taught at times, singing schools in 
someof the towns about. While he was making hte country glad in song 
and enjoying the considerable improvements around the best house in 
Hammondsburgh, the other sturdy men were making the wilderness 
blossom by opening their famrs and making the roads and bridges, as 


they had greater 


Need of Public Improvements 
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Their wives and daughters not only did the daily duties of the household 
(thus solving the hired girl question) but also, spun wool and flax, and 
wove the cloth, and then made the garments for both the men and 
themselves. There was no shoddy then. The garments were always in 
style. Later a calico dress at 50 cents a yard was more prized and better 


preserved than the silk of to-day. 


When the maple trees yielded their sweets the mothers, generally, finished 


the production for the coming year. 


As the harvests increased, barns were erected to store the crops, and 
protect their growing stock, through the winter. The weather was mild on 


the bottom lands, the stock often survived the winters with little care. 


As the years went by their hearts were made glad in the widening circle of 
new faces and friends that came to share in the labors and hopes of the 


new promised land. 


In about 1818 a new township was organized and Owen Brown of 
Hudson, the father of the immortal John Brown, had been appointed 
commissioner to look after new townships and give them names. He came 
to consult the people, hoping they might unite on the selection of a name. 
Some thought the name of the colony a good one for the new touwnship 
and a just compliment to Mr. Hammond and family, as the founder of the 
colony, which promoted the settlement of the township. Others objected to 
it simply form its length and wanted a shorter one, but Uncle Jonathan 
was a little out of sorts at that time, is reported to have said in derision 
about his favorite sneer that “he did not care what they called it. they 
might call it 


Jerusalem or Jerico or Bath 


anything but Hammondburgh,” not his being or expecting it to be called 


by either of these names. 
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Mr. Brown finding they could not agree, concluded tht if they wanted a 
short name Bath would suit as well as any and having the authority to do 
so, gave the township its present name of Bath. This writer not only heard 
the matter talked over in the early families, but in one vacation, while a 
student in college at Hudson, he lived in Mr. Brown’s family and assisted 
him in his harvests, thus having an opportunity to learn from Mr. Brown, 
himself something of the facts in this case. The facts and not mistakes and 
ficitons. I suppose, are wanted in history, though they don’t always get 


there. 


To encourage a growing religious society and settlement of the township, 
Ezekial Williams, a Connecticut land speculator, owning lands t the center 
of the township, gave several acres there, on which to erect a meeting 


house, also for a cemetery. 


On this land a log meeting house was built by the church people. I would 
like to speak of many good men and women, in early Bath, and of 

interesting and amusing events of the times, but now I must confine this 
article mainly to Jason Hammond and his family, who, thus far, seem to 


have escaped a biographer, but now something may be permitted for his-

torian. In fact to leave out this family in the early history of Bath would be 
like playing “Hamlet” without “Hamlet,” or giving the history of the 
European settlement in America, to leave out Columbus, and make a 
world’s fair celebration in honor of the sailor, who first saw the land from 


the lookout of the ship. 


From the first, Jason and his family were leading spirits in all good and 
important enterprises in that section. Their home soon became a center of 
influence, and as time passed an extended acquaintance on the Reserve 
enjoyed their hospitality and friendship. A benevolent and enterprising 
spirit made them seek the public good, and as they held the larger landed 


interests, they thus advanced their own good, and in a laudable way, too. 
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The church and schools they helped organize, and with their faithful care 
they sought to make and enlarge both, and promote peace, education and 
righteousness. They looked beyond their town and aided the early college 
enterprise at Hudson. They also helped to educate a bright western young 
man in Yale college, who, in after years, became an honored president of 
Illinois college. in this benevolence want went smiling from their door, 
and as they had learned the diseases of the country and the remedies, they 
were welcomed to the bedside of the sick and the suffering, and they wept 


with the mourners for the loved and lost. 


When his sons left home he divided his lands between them. To Theodore 
he gave the western part, to Lewis the eastern, or homestead and to 
Horatio the middle portion. He also gave ample gifts to his daughters, 
besides doing well for Josiah Fowler, a young man brought up in the 
family. He lived to a good old age. And now the good founder of the Bath 
settlement sleeps in peace and in honor, not with his fathers, but under the 
Ohio sky. 


The history of Bath, for nearly 50 years, would mainly be the history, or 
biography, of the Hammonds residing there, and Theodore and Lewis 
became leading men among them. When there was an increasing demand 
for lands in the west settlement, Theodore became the agent of several 
eastern land men, for the sale of these lands in Bath. He labored with 
efficiency to bring settlers and capital into the township. he was one of the 
three commissioners of Medina county for several years, when Bath was 
in that county. He was also one of the agents of the government in loading 
to the people the surplus revenue, in President Jackson’s time, although he 
was a Whig, as, in fact, most residents in the township then were. At 


different times he held the different office of the township for many years. 


This is a case where all the positions he held in church or township or 


county or under the government, sought the man, for he never sought the 


office. 
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Integrity and efficiency characterized all his acts in public trusts as well as 
in his private business. To promote settlement at Hammond’s corners he 
offered an acre out of his orchard to any party that would erect a building 
fora store on it. Two young carpenters, by the name of Nathan Jones and 
Painter Wilson, accepted the offer and put up the building that, I suppose, 
stands there today. Afterwards, Horatio and Royal Hammond filled the 
store with a stock of goods and went into business there. He also gave the 
land for a new school house and helped build the house. Before this there 
was a split white wood log school house standing on the corner north from 
the store lot. It made, within, a fine white clean appearance and was a 
nice place for the early times in which it was built. I must speak of some of 
the teachers there. Mrs. Fanny Carter, Roxana Jones, Royal Hammond, 
Morris Brown and others taught there. In the new house Selma Jones and 
Miss stone and Miss Abbott, the latter an Oberlin student and Misses 
Branch, Clark an Hammond the last two from Richfield and later Peter 
Voris and others. All taught there. Mr. Hammond was all the time on the 
board of directors while he lived there and his aim was always to have a 


high grade of teachers. 


When some of the children needed still more advanced teachers, he 
thought it much better for the place, and economy, too, to bring the 


teachers there than to send the children abroad, so he started 


The first Select School 


there and employed a Mr. Smith, a theological student from Oberlin to 
teach it. It proved to be one of the best schools, perhaps, that Bath ever 
had. Ina later time, Rev. Lewis F. Lane, pastor of the center church, was 
induced to open a select school, at the corners which was a success and a 
blessing, long to be remembered by his pupils. And new churches, Sunday 
nd singing schools and books and papers were brought to Bath until the 
wilderness of 30 years before had become a blazing human growth of 


beauty, harmony and intelligence. 
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The growth of the church warranted an effort for a new and bettr house, 
than the old log structure. Mr. Hammond was appointed to see to its 
construction. This he undertook with his usual vigor, and in a reasonable 


time, saw its completion. 


As the country became more settled there was greater need to utilize the 
water power in the township. On this stream, further down over the 
township were better mill sites and more power, and these Hammonds 
encouraged certain parties to improve them and backed the enterprise, 
hoping to increase business and capital make nearer and better markets 
for abundant cops and greater prosperity to all the country around, as 
well as better prices for lands and brighter hopes to an industrious people. 
A large flouring mill was erected and other mills built that did much and 
promised more for the country around. This was along in 180. For several 
years all seemed to be going well, but, by and by, a crash came, from some 
unfortunate management and before the backers could well realize it, they 
found themselves heavily involved. They bravely and honorably met it. 
Theodore sold his old farm, on which he had spent the best of his life 
improving and turned the funds over and met all obligations. In his older 
age, with a large family and limited means he moved to Illinois in 1847, 


and on the wide prairie started anew. 


His brother Lewis, five years his junior, and young Fowler, soon became 
famous, as athletes in all the field sports of the times. His brother Lewis 
took the responsibility of settling up the entire failure out of the wrecked 
mill property and otherwise and made ample return for what Theodore 
had advanced above his part. In his great labors exposures to meet all 
obligation save a competence for his family, he sank down in the prime of 


his usefulness and passed away. 


Thus, one of the bravest and noblest spirits of Bath went to a higher 
reward and night and darkness was left to unnumbered friends, who wept 


for theirs and hte world’s loss. 
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Thus passed two of the best and most useful men that Bath has seen. 


“Let honors be given to him honors are due, 


And justice and peace will smile on the true.” 


I cannot close this article without a kind notice of Uncle Jonathan Hale 
and his heirs. In the home in which he first settled eh was long faithful. 
When his sons had grown to manly years, the new mansion was erected, 
which good and noble mothers honored, and ot whom the credit is mainly 
due for the good and honorable standing their sons and daughters are 
enjoying now. May their usefulness and honors increase as the yers of our 


good cousings go by.

Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Schultejans received word Sunday from War 
Department that their second son, Pfc. Bernard Schultejans, was killed 
Dec. 26 in Luxembourg. He had been overseas only a few months and 
according to recent mail received from him, in action a little more than a 
month. 

Bernard was 20 or 21 and had been in the army about six months. He took 
his basic graining at Camp Fannin, Texas, and spent a few days furlough 
with home folks before going overseas. He served in the infantry of the 
Third Army and wrote his friend, Rev. Father Placidus from the front that 
activity was plenty hot. 

Besides his parents, Bernard is survived by brothers, Theodore, Edwin, 
Albert and Clarence and two sisters, Bernardine of the home and Annie, 
employed at the Axtell hospital. 

Plans are being made for a memorial mass to be held at St. Bede’s church, 
Kelly, Monday Jan. 15 at 10 o’clock. The many friends of the Schultejans

Schultejans, 20, was held at ten o’clock Monday 
morning in St. Bede’s church. The young man lost his life in action in 
Luxembourg, December 26, 1944. The pastor, Rev. Father Placidus Keiffer 
said the mass and delivered the sermon. The flag draped bier rested before 
the altar. St. Aloysius Sodality of the Kelly parish and Seneca Council 
1769, Knights of Columbus, attended the service in a body in respect for 
their former member. 

At the close of the mass a military service was conducted by the members 
of the Earle W. Taylor Post of the American Legion. Jack R. Houston 
commanded a four gun salute and S-Sgt. James M. Minor and Put. Albert 
A. Wessel, served as color bearers. Edward R. Levick, Legionnaire, acted 
on behalf of the United States government, presenting the American flag 
to Bernard’s parents. Sammy Armstrong blew taps. 

Bernard O. Schultejans was born August 25th, 1924 at the family home 
one-half mile south of Kelly. He was inducted into service May 4, 1944 and 
received his training at Camp Hood, Texas. The young man was home on 
furlough in September and went overseas in October. In letters to his 
parents previous to his death he spoke of having been in France and on 
German soil but gave his life in Luxembourg. His parents, two sisters, 
Bernadine and Anna and four brothers, Theodore, Edwin, Albert and

Researcher determines final resting place of man who served in

Bath Twp.: Jason Hammond fought in the American Revolution as a 
soldier in the Connecticut Militia and today is one of only two veterans of 


this country’s very first war buried in Bath township. 


But it is only recently, as the township prepares to erect a permanent 
memorial to all its war veterans, that some of the mysteries of Jason 


Hammond’s story are being cleared up. 
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The Bath Grange, a local social society and service organization, 
announced thos month that the township is going to have a permanent 
memorial to combat veterans from Hammond and Nathan Thorp of the 


War for Independence to all deceased veterans. 


The $20,000 project to build a black granite memorial is long overdue, 


according to Grange spokesman David Darst. 


Back in 1946, in front of the Bath School at Cleveland-Massillon and Bath 
roads, there used to be a wooden board with the names of all Bath men 
and women who served during world War II. But there never was a 


comprehensive memorial to the area’s earlier soldiers, Darst said. 


Evan the World War II wooden memorial only lasted for a while, he 


recalled. 


“IT was Scoutmaster back then and used to sit on the rail fence of the Town 


Hall looking at the deteriorating memorial,” he re-

called. “It was taken down in 1950.” 


Many of the veterans were not only gone, but also forgotten. But loyal 
descendants of Civil War veteran Perry Howard Alexander have kept a 
list of all the township’s veterans buried in three township cemeteries — 
East Bath (at Shade and Revere roads), Bath Center (next to the Town 
Hall) and Moore’s Chapel (on Hametown Road, north of Bath Road). 


There are 97 soldiers’ names on the list maintained by Perry Alexander’s 


great-grandson, Clair Behmer Alexander Jr. of Akron, himself a World 
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war IT veteran. Darst and the Grange are searching for information on 
any other veterans buried in the township — including those at the Ira 
Road Cemetery and at Miller Cemetery (on state Route 18 near the 


Hametown intersection). 


To Carol Franklin of the Bath Historical Society, the biggest mystery of all 
is why so few people even know about Jason Hammond’s modest grave, 
which is located just a few yards away from the tomb of his much more 


famous Bath pioneer neighbor, Jonathan Hale. 


“Not to take anything away from Jonathan Hale, but why does he get all 
the glory?” asked Franklin earlier this week, as she inspected Hammond’s 
worn-away white limestone marker at the Ira Road Cemetery, within 


sight of the Jonathan Hale homestead and famed Hale Farm and Village. 


After all, Franklin said, the Western Reserve of Connecticut colony that 


came to be known as Bath first was called Hammondsburg. 


Another mystery about Jason Hammond confused Franklin and other 


Historical Society members until just this month. 


Although the Akron chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution 
had identified the Hammond grave on Ira Road as the veteran’s final 
resting place, there were those in the township who believed that the 


Revolutionary War soldier was buried at the Bath Center cemetery. 


The confusion was caused because there are two “Jason Hammond” 
graves in Bath Township — one at each of those cemeteries — and the 


dates on old limestone graves are illegible to the naked eye. 


Earlier this week, Franklin did a closer inspection of those graves. The 
grave at the Ira Cemetery is illegible. Using a black grease pencil and 
smooth paper, Franklin tried to make the words emerge in a rubbing of 


the gravestone’s eroded surface. The rubbing solved the mystery. 
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It showed Jason Hammond as son of “Nath.” Hammond and Nathaniel 


was the original Jason’s father’s name. 


“Aha!” Franklin exclaimed. 


Moreover, the rubbing showed the birth palce as Bolton, Conn.” That is 


where the first Jason was born, in 1762. 


His burial year emerged as September 1830 — again, right for the 


Revolutionary soldier. 


“This is it,” Franklin said. 


Research on old soldiers’ graves here, and around the region can be a 
challenge, and the Bath grange is hoping that local families can help out 


in identifying more of these veterans. 


The Bath Township trustees still have to give final approval to build the 
granite wall at the Moore’s Chapel Cemetery. The township is in the 
process of purchasing 12 acres of land at the north end of the present 
cemetery, and Trustee Elaina Goodrich said she expects that purchase to 


close any day.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Jason Hammond was born on 1 Feb 1762 in Bolton, Tolland County, Connecticut. 
He was baptized on 28 Feb 1762 in Bolton, Tolland, Connecticut, United States. 


He served in the military Private in Captain Coon’s Company, Col. J. Well’s Regiment 


Connecticut Line in 1779. 


Jason served in the military as a Private in Capt. Benj Dunkees Co. of “Matrosses” on 24 Aug

He was the father of Theodore Hammond who was born on 11 May 1789 in Hartford, 


Hartford County, Connecticut.

Jason lived in Bolton, Tolland County, Connecticut in 1800.

London — Who says a woman can’t keep a secret? two WACs proved it but almost landed in 
the guardhouse doing it. 

At first, Capt. Selma Hansen, Los Angeles, and Lt. Dorothy Swart, Elsa, Tex. were very hush- 
hush when assigned to the European theatre of operations of the U.S. army, but now that a 
WAC battalion is in Britain they can come out into circulation. 

They arrived some time back, under secret orders to report directly to Maj. Gen. Ira C. Eaker 
of the U.S. Eighth Air Force headquarters. They took the orders both seriously and literally. 
But when they arrived in Britain they found they did not know where the air force 
headquarters was. 

They tried to find out through U.S. Army headquarters, but when they refused to show their 
orders no one there would help them. Army regulations are that military personnel coming 
into an area report to the adjutant general’s office. 

Col. Ralph Pusifer of the adjutant general’s office knew that the WACs were expected. He told 
his assistant that there should be two WACs in town and they would just see how long it took 
the women to check in. 

They waited and they waited. 

Finally, Pusifier decided he had better go find the WACs. He ran into Captain Hansen just 
outside U.S. headquarters. 

“Don’t you know you are supposed to report to the adjutant general’s office?” he asked. 

“No, sir,” she replied, “my orders were to report to General Eaker.” 

He finally persuaded her it would be okay for her to come in — in fact he ordered her to report 


to his office — and then helped the two secretive WACs on their way.

Do you ever feel like you are ‘going down a rabbit hole’ with your research? That’s what I feel 
like I’m doing with some of my research into some of the Purple Heart recipients in Nemaha 
County, Kansas. In this case, my ‘rabbit hole’ is not a Purple Heart recipient. Since 1946, 


Dorothy Swart Tatum has been honored as someone who gave her life serving her country. 


My research started with the Seneca, Kansas newspapers. Unfortunately, her obituary is 
almost illegible in the digital copy of the newspaper. Thus, I turned to Newspapers.com where 
I found quite a few articles in Texas newspapers about Dorothy Swart. While only spanning a 


few years, Dorothy’s story is very interesting. 


While I could have stopped with the Texas articles found on Newspapers.com, I wanted to 


learn more about Dorothy Swart and her service in the Women’s Army Air Corps. 


Because the Texas newspapers were so informative, I looked to see what else I could find in 


newspapers.

My original search was for the term, ‘Dorothy Swart’. While Dorothy was buried in Nemaha 
county, Kansas where her grandparents lived, her parents had moved to Oakley, Kansas. 


Thus, I used Kenneth Marks list of Kansas Online Historical Newspapers to find the Oakley 
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papers digitized by the Oakley Public Library. Searching those papers added even more to 
Dorothy’s story. 


Since Dorothy was married to John Tatum while serving in England, my husband suggested 
searching for his name, “John Tatum”. This search turned up articles in Mississippi papers 
which added more to Dorothy’s story, it also provided background about John Tatum. This 


background helps explain why John was working in England as a civilian during the war.

Greeting from England 
April 20 


Dearest Mother and Daddy, 


When Monty crossed the Rheine — he made history for th world. When I crossed the Rheine 
— I made history for Dorothy — and that history was made today. Just got home from a flight 
across the Channel, France, Belgium and into Germany — crossing the Mosel and Rheine 


Rivers. 


Last night Major Starks called me and asked if I wanted to make a trip today. I said sure, but 
actually thought he was kidding until he said that a ship was going over to Frankfurt and had 


room for me. 


We left our base about 1030 this morning, flew over London, out Dungeness, over the 
Channel, crossed into the continent at Cape Gris Nes, crossed the Belgium border, over 
Rouboix, Nivelles, Hurg, Maldenny, German border (at 1230 hours), over the Siegfried line, 
Mosel River, Rhine Rier, Weisbaden and landed near Frankfurt. Coming home we took off 


about 1600, circled over some of the badly bombed cities such as Frankfurt, Koblens 
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(Coblens), Aachen and Lille, crossed over the continent at Boulogne, entered the English 


Coast at Dungeness over London and landed. 


We flew in a B-17 so there was plenty of room to move about and really see from any direction 
that one desired. I rode most of the time in the nose so I could watch the navigator’s maps 
and check the points that we were crossing. We flew at 2500 to 3000 ft so could easily see the 


general area ahead, and on both sides. 


Points of interests were pointed out to me as we left the English Coast — first of all was to 
look back to the left and see the White Cliffs of Dover — sun was out so made an impressive 
sight. Next was to take notice of the bomb craters on the French Coast as we entered. Cape 
Gris Nes, Rouboix, noted for its silk mills, an old castle between Rouboix and Nivelles. Heavy 
forest areas all the way in Germany, the battle damage to all the buildings, houses, bridges, 
and railroads (seemed every building had lost its roof), the Siegfried Line which looked just 
like the picture — made of concrete, trenches which had been made in the shape of connected 
“V’s”, the change of the soil to red shale, noticed how hilly all the country was, huge yellow 


patches of mustard which stood out against the continuous varied shades of green, then that 
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all the buildings and homes had slate roofs, attention called to the fact that there was very 


little movement below, no traffic until near Frankfurt when we sighted a convoy. 


We landed on an airfield which had been badly bombed by us and the R.A.F. The runways 
had been repaired but the field was full of craters, and all hangers and other building were 
practically roofless. We might have seen a German prisoner the night before as one brought 
down his PW 190 and they had it on inspection. Was very interesting to actually see one as 
have heard much about them. There were a couple more on the field in very bad shape. The 
airfield had once been an airport — the Municipal Airport — one of the finest in Germany. 
Bits of its finery still existed, such as open pavilon, the foundation of a pool complete with 
fixtures of sprays and lights (and now badly damaged) beautifully planned Control Tower 


(soda fountain fixtures were still in place but non-functioning at present) 


We were allowed to look around the field for a couple hours before the plane was ready to 
return. It was very interesting to talk to the personnel now stationed there. They have learned 
a lot about the field, town and surrounding country in the short while they have been there. 
We inquired what the small silver pin was that most of the enlisted men had — found out it 
was a miniature Graf Zepplyn which was flown from the field. They gave us each a few. Most 
of the vehicles about were Army and G.I., but a few were the small little German unique and 
compact. It is a very small four-passenger and has its steering wheel in the left side which we 


all noticed (as the British cars all have its wheels on the right side). 


On our return trip they circled Frankfurt and other towns to let us see the extent of the 
damage done to the various towns by our own bombers. We were all astonished and amazed 
— the damage was terrific. After we passed over Aachen, I got to ride in the co-pilot’s seat for 
quite a while. We had some side wind and I found the B-17 a bit harder to hold on course than 
the little ships that I had been used to holding the stick and wheel on — but it was fun. 


I don’t think I have taken a day off and spent it as profitable as I did today. I shall never forget 
my first trip across the Channel, over France, Belgium and into Germany. When I look back 
not to think between 1030 and 1900, I had traveled over a thousand miles and seen as much 


as I did, I wonder if I am just awakening from a wonderful dream. We realized today the 
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length of some of the boys sorties — they penetrate much deeper, fly much higher, and get 
much colder — not mentioned the danger that they are over enemy territory and it wasn’t 


long ago that most of the country over which we flew as in enemy hands. 


As a souvenir of the trip, Major Stark gave me a picture of Hitler which he found lying outside 
of one of the billets. The glass had been broken, his face scarred and his eyes punched out — 
evidently some of the new inhabitants didn’t have the same respect for him as the previous 


ones had. All the crew and passengers autographed the picture and I added it to my collection 
of ETO tokens. 


I was sorry that Johnny couldn’t make the trip with me as he had never een over either but 


had gone back to his work and couldn't get down for the day.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

When I first read this prompt, I immediately thought of my ancestor, James Crawford. 


However, I cannot consider him ‘elusive’. And his parents are unknown, not elusive. 


So, I started thinking about other branches of my tree and thought of Phillip Andre Mentzer. I 
have solid research from my Mentzer grandmother back to my 3rd great grandfather, Phillip 
Andrew Mentzer. In addition, I have researched his descendants and have DNA matches on 


several lines descending form Phillip Andrew Mentzer and his wife Orinda Miles. 


I believe Phillip Andrew Mentzer {LHKS-DYD] (1793-1845) is the son of Phillip Andre 
Mentzer and his wife Isabella. Unfortunately, about the only information I have on the older 


Phillip Mentzer is his marriage in 1792 in Boston’s Hollis Street Church.

Even though I administer four different DNA tests with MENTZER ancestry, the ThruLines 
results only show lines thru Phillip and Orinda. No additional matches are shown for Phillipa 


and Isabella on ThruLines. Nor do any of the tests suggest a potential ancestor. 


Since most of my research regarding Phillip and Isabella was done prior to the digitization of 
the county records, I haven’t tried to find any deeds or probate records. However, while 
pondering this post and quickly searching to see what else I could find, I did locate a record 


that indicates Isabella was a widow when she married Phillip Mentzer.

Tells of Trip Home on “Queen Mary” 


Brooklyn, New York 
August 5, 1945 


Dearest Mother, Daddy and All: 


First, Mother I want to tell you how wonderful it was to hear your voice last night. It was so 
wonderful and natural — so sweet I’'d known it anywhere. That I had looked forward to so 


much — to hear your voice again. 


Now for less important details. We sailed from Greenock, Scotland on Saturday 28th. Had left 
Stone on Friday — boarded the Queen Mary about 5:30. From then until about 4:30 Saturday 
(when we started sailing) we were busy getting the troops settled, meals, beds and other 
details outlined for them. I was in charge of the four nurses who were at Stone with me, and 
the 38 enlisted WAC’s. We had lots of fun together. The girls were all grand. The trip was 
exceptionally quiet. They reported only five cases of sickness and that was remarkable for 


15,000 passengers. We had about 450 women on board (nurses and Red Cross also). 


Our meal schedule was two meals a day. We girls were on “B” setting — breakfast at oO800 — 
dinner at 1800. Both meals were wonderful, short of nothing. We had plenty and it was 


always deliciously prepared. 
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At first they put the 4 nurses in one room and me in another — both rooms crowded. After 
sailing we found an empty room separating the last room occupied by girls. The Sgt. in the 
HQ’s office was a good friend of mine by then so I asked him about letting the 4 nurses and 
myself moving in. He obeyed it. We had a luxuriously quartered trip. Only five in a room 
normally for nine. Every one was wonderful to us. Seemed they couldn’t do enough for the 
girls. They had three rooms. They messed in small rooms even with G.I.’s. Opened up the 
room called the Nursery for their lounge where they could read, write, play cards, listen to 
music (phonograph furnished by special services). Every day at 1100 we’d have boat drill. 
First every one was alerted to the quarters. Fastened life belts on securely and then in 
formation, everyone moved to their boat stations (proper place upon deck — in case boat had 
to be evacuated, they’d load life boats from these stations). But really it was used for two 
reasons. While they were below they clean the upper decks and then while above they clean 
lower deck. The Queen is a beautiful boat. We were main deck — about 55 feet above water. 
Sun deck on top, promenade deck, then main, then A,B,C,D,E, and F decks — so we were 
nicely located about in the middle on Starboard side (right side, Port side is left). I was 
extremely busy all the way across getting all the official blanks filled out and the additional 
little jobs that cam up occasionally. I enjoyed it tremendously. Had never been in chart of 
girls before so was fun. We were to get in at 5:30 — had revielle at 3:30 Thursday morning. 
girls had breakfast at 4:25. WAC’s were alerted to debark at 6:05 at first but later at 6:45 
(when we did get off). Laureen woke up at 2:45 — woke the rest of us up as she saw the shore 
lights — was such a thrill. We dressed and were up on deck at 3:15. We stayed there until 4:15 
when we Sailed past the Statue of Liberty, what a sight. When we got in dock we all looked out 
our port holes — we were on the docking side (thank goodness). They had bands and all kinds 
of noises about. We were waiting to get off when a few W.A.C.’s came down to our cabin from 
shore — and who would be among them but Capt. Mona Voinche (one of the girls I lived with 
in Daytona). I’d written Ethel Sentilles to write Mona, Johnnie’s address — she had called 
him, been able to help him know when I'd be in as she’s in transportation. Was glad to see 
her. She said she’d call Johnny when she got back to work as he had to go to work. When 
already to debark I led the girls down the gangplank — first of all the passenger off the Queen.

‘There Goes Brookly!’ Is ist Cry as 24,956 Vets Dock on 10 Ships 


Boro WAC Is No. 1 Ashore — Queen Mary Leads Returning Fleet 


The giant British liner Queen Mary slipped into the New York Harbor just before dawn today 


in the vanguard of ten ships carrying 24,956 soldiers home from Europe. 


Fog and mist shrouded the Statue of Liberty and even the familiar New York skyline was 
barely visible. But to the liner’s jubilant cargo — 14,698 soldiers and WACs adn 1,723 sailors 


— it didn’t matter much. 


From 3:30 a.m., when the Mary was still in the Lower Bay, they clustered three or four to a 
porthole, lined decks and railings for the first glimpse of New York. And when the ship 
accompanied by two army “Welcome Home” boats, nosed into the North River pier, an ear- 


splitting crescendo greeted the WACs, Red Cross workers and reporters. 
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‘There Goes Brooklyn!’ 


WACSs came first in the debarkation process and the first one descended the gangplank to the 


cries of “There goes Brooklyn!” 


She was Sgt. Georgeanna Snyder of 3154 Avenue W and soldier though she was, she confessed 


to ‘tears in her eyes and a lump in her throat.’ 


Wife of a sailor, Chief Boatswain’s Mate John Snyder, the sergeant has been in the army 
almost three years and in England for 18 months. She’s going to make her way to California as 
fast as possible to join John, who’s just been stationed there after one year in the Aleutians 


and two years in the Southwest Pacific. 


Had Calm Voyage 


The Queen Mary, making her third trip to America since VE-Day with returning troops, had 
the “calmest of voyages,” according to Capt. Dallas D. Dennis, the troops transport 


commander. 


“Tn fact,” he said, “it was all so nice and peaceful that we didn’t have even one fight aboard 


ship.” 


He told reporters that the sailing was made in four days adn 17 hours. Aboard the liner were 
unites of the 8th Alr Force, the 9th Air Force, a hospital group, 38 WACs and 36 Red Cross 


workers. 


On either side of the vessel were strung 20-foot banners, proclaiming to all observers that the 


“Fighting 50th” Group, including the 10th 81st and 313th squadrons, were back. 


Other Ships Arriving 


Other ships arriving today are the E. B Alexander, with 4,404 troops including 2,425 patients 
for Halloran General Hospital; the Hermitage, with 5,728 troops, the William Bradford, 15, 
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the Mack B. Ryan, 13; the California Express, 7; the Henry Lomb, 12; the Hydra, 15; the 
Marine Arrow, 34, and the Sarah Bache, 30. 


Troops on the Hydra go to Camp Shanks, N.Y. Those on the Lomb to Fort Hamilton and the 
remainder to Camp Kilmer, N. J.

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The cost of war in human lives has once again been brought home to the people of this 
community and especially to the home of Mr. and Mrs. George Swart of Grinnell, who were 
advised by telegram Saturday, February 10th from the War Department that their son 1/Lt. 
Ernest G. Swart had been killed in action on January 18th the date he was reported missing in 
action. On February 7th word was received by the family that 1/Lt. Swart was missing in 
China. 


Lieutenant Swart was serving as first pilot on a B-24 bomber witht he 14th Air Force in China. 
His crew had made many trips over the “Hump” and across the Himalaya mountains which is 
considered the world’s most dangerous territory for planes Heavily loaded with gas and 
supplies these bombers made their trips across this stretch and these were the hard trips, 
according to letters written home by Lt. Swart, As they made their trips, flying with only the 
aid of their instruments and with small margins of gas when returning, the hazardous trips 
were made, one after another until Ernest’s crew had completed more than three-fourths of 
their missions in this territory. The bomb trips which made up about the same number, were 


considered the easier of the trips. 


Lt. Swart left on June 3, 1944 for overseas duty and had served fro the base in China since 
arriving there. He received his commission as First Lieutenant on August 1, 1944 while on 
overseas duty. He entered service on February 24, 1941 at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas and 
received training in the Anti Tank Co., 137th Infantry, 35th Division at Camp Robinson, 
Arkansas the first nine months of his military career. the next three months he spent in Motor 
Maintenance School at Fort Benning Georgia, moving then to fields at San Francisco and 


Long Beach, Calif where he took further training. 


Then he transferred to the Air Corps on December 16, 1942. He took his preflight training at 
Santa Ana, his advanced training at Ontario, Calif., and received his wings and was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant at Stockton Field, California, on November 3, 143. He was 
then given a 15 day furlough which he spent at home. When he returned form the furlough he 
was assigned to Kirkland Field, Albuquerque, New Mexico where he was assigned to the ship 
he was to fly, a B-24 Bomber. From there he was sent to Muroe Field, Calif., where he was 


assigned his crew and took his advanced flight training. 
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Ernest Gilbert Swart was born June 11, 1919 at Seneca, Kansas. He attended grade school in 
Nemaha and Gove Counties and was graduated form Grinnell rural High School with the class 


of 1937. Prior to entering the Army he was engaged in farming and implement sales service. 
He was initiated into the Grinnell A.F. & A.M. Lodge No. 444 on May 5, 1944. 


He is survived by his parents

Mr. and Mrs. George Swart, his brothers, Wilbert, Alfred, John and Lloyd; his sisters, Oura 
Lee, Jessie, Bettie, Ethyl and Gladys all of the Grinnell community and his sister, Captain 


Dorothy Swart, who is now serving with the U.S. WAC’s somewhere in England. 


In letters written to home folks, Lt. Swart had told of his successful missions having reached 
the three fourths mark in number of those required to start the homeward journey. He also 
told of having helped another crew to take off on their homeward journey, their missions 
completed. At the time one letter of January 16th was written, he told that there was only one 
older crew than his own, and this crew was waiting replacements before they cold leave for 
their trip tot he U.S. and this was the journey Ernest and his crew were eagerly anticipating, 
until the fatal accident which cost his life and the details of which will not be known 


immediately.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. Swart 


We are sorry that we have waited so long to write this letter but we wished to get all the 


information possible concerning Ernie’s death. 


On January 18th he was on a mission into occupied China, flying first Pilot with a new crew 
on their first mission. About an hour from our base on the return trip from the target several 
other planes heard Ernie call on the radio and say that two of his engines were out and they 
were all leaving the plane. They were losing altitude very rapidly and Ernie being the last one 
to leave the plane, was too close to the ground for his parachute to open completely when he 


did jump. 


We wish to express our deepest sympathy. If we may be of any assistance at all, please feel 


free to get in touch with us. 


The other ten members of the crew landed safely. The next day they found and buried his 
body with the assistance of the Chinese. 


Lieutenant Swart was considered one of the best pilots in the squadron and was liked by 
everyone. We, who have flown with him for the last year, have nothing but the highest praise 


for him. 


As you probably know by now, he was awarded the Silver Star for the wonderful job he did 


last August 29th when we were all with him.

The Rev. Steve Parker, Seneca, who was long and army chaplain, called attention that 
Lieutenant Swart had given his life for the Christian principles that have become what we 
term the American way of life; that those who live must carry on such principles that those 


who gave their lives shall not have done so in vain. 


Fitting too, were the remarks of Rev. Onan Yale, for he was a member of Ernest Swart’s high 


school class when they were boys together in high school at Grinnell, Kansas. 


The old songs by Oneida singes, the full military honors at the grave, the beauty of the day 


after a storm had cleared, the profusion of flowers, all added to the service. 


An obituary read by Rev. Yale follows 


Ernest Gilbert Swart, son of Mr. and Mrs. George M. Swart, was born June 1, 1919, near 


Seneca, Kansas, and gave his live in action over China Jan 18, 1945. 


He moved to Gove county with his parents and the rest of the family in 1929. He attended 
grade school in Nemaha and Gove counties, graduating from Grinnell high school in 1937. 
Then he helped on the farm, also did implement sales work until entering the service of his 
country as one of the first draftees of Gove county on Feb. 24, 1941. He was assigned to the 
35th division and took basic training at Camp Robinson Ark. and Fort Bennington, Ga. He 
transferred to the air corps in 1942, and received his wings at Stockton Field, Calif., Nov 3, 
1943. After further training he was assigned to a B-24 bomber. On June 3, 12944 he was sent 
to overseas duty in China. He with his crew, became a part of the famous Flying Tigers under 


General Chenault. He soon became a first lieutenant. He lost his life while returning from a 
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bombing mission with a new crew. They were forced to parachute out, due to a disabled 


plane, when only an hour’s flight form their home base. He was the only casualty. 


Ernest attend the Methodist church at Grinnell. HE was initiated into the Grinnell lodge of 
A.F. & A.M. on May 5, 1944. 


He is survived by his parents, brothers, Wilbert, Alfred, John, Loyd and Oura Lee; sisters, 
Jessie, who is Mrs. A. G. Park, and Gladys, both of Oakley, Bettie who is Mrs. Allan Burns, 
Dallas Texas; and Ethel, of Lawrence, Kan. There are three brother-in-law, two sisters-in-law, 


seven nieces and nephews, other relatives and many friends.

Have you been able to verify that any of your pre-1850 ancestors held a county office such as 
Justice of the Peace? If so, did you find it in a county history? That’s where I’ve normally 


found such information. 


However, thanks to the new United States Wills and Deeds Experimental Search feature on 
the FamilySearch site, I know that other genealogists recommend reading all of the county 
deeds to look for instances where an ancestor signed as a witness.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Have you ever questioned whether you have an incorrect ancestor in your tree? That’s where I 


am with my FISK research. 


My third great grandmother, Louisa Fisk, married Horatio Hammond in 1825 in Medina 
county, Ohio. Horatio and Louisa moved from Ohio to Knox County, Illinois where she died 
in 1874. Louisa is likely the daughter of Jonathan Fisk of Medina and Cuyahoga counties, 
Ohio.

George Guilford, son of Mr. and Mrs. Harvey Guilford, Feared Lost 


The Christmas season will find many friends of Mr. and Mrs. Harvey Guilford, Centralia, 
sympathizing with them in an anxious time and hoping that better word may come than a 
report received Saturday, stating that their son, George Edward Guilford, is missing in action 


and presumed lost. 


George is a volunteer in the merchant marine, one of the most dangerous of the government 
services. Men in this work often have the job of takign practically unarmed cargo ships 


through infested waters. 


The telegram received by the parents stated: “The navy deeply regrets to inform you that your 
son George Edward Guilford, is missing and presumed lost, following action in the 


performance of his duty in the service of his country. The Coast Guard appreciated your great 
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anxiety and will forward you further information promptly when received.” The telegram 
concluded with a request that to prevent possible aid to the enemy, the name of his ship not 
be given. The message was signed by Vice-Admiral R. R. Waesche, commander of the U.S. 
Coast Guard. 


George’s parents have been apprehensive since an item appeared in Kansas City papers the 
first of last week, telling of the death in action of Lieut. Carl S. Zeibler, former Minneapolis 
mayor. The Guilfords knew that Lieut. Zeibler was on George’s ship at Thanksgiving time and 


was in command of a gun crew. 


George Guilford is a greatly admired in Centralia as an honest youth who has been making a 
place for himself in the world. At the age of 13, working at the Otto Polson station, he was so 
dependable that he could be left in charge of the station. While in high school, he worked for 
Arthur Myers in the clothing store. He graduated from high school in 1939; after graduation 


went to work for the Port Brokerage Co. in Mobile, Alabama, where he was making good. 


George was active in Sunday School work in Centralia, was secretary before he left for 


Alabama. 


He was 21 years of age last July. He joined the merchant marines last April and took 


schooling. His mother went to visit him before he took up sea duty in the summer.

The Friday K.C. Star carried the news that Lt. Carl Zeidler, Milwaukee’s “singing mayor” in 
the navy and reported missing, is believed alive and a Nazi prisoner somewhere in Argentina, 
S. A. Centralia is particularly interested in this as George Guilford, son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Harvey Guilford, who was reported missing was on the same ship as Lt. Zeidler. The story 
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cam from the Milwaukee Sentinel and released for publication by the Navy office of public 


relations. The ship disappeared in the fall of 1942 when German submarines were taking such 


a heavy toll in the Atlantic.

In 1828, Jonathan was in Medina, Ohio, United States. 

He lived in Hinckley Township, Medina, Ohio, United States in 1830. 

Jonathan Fisk was listed as a head of household on the 1830 census in Hinkley Township, 
Medina County, Ohio with 1 male aged 5-9; 1 male aged 20-29; 1 male aged 50-59; 1 female 
aged 5-9; 2 females aged 10-14; 1 female aged 40-49. 

He lived in Cuyahoga County, Ohio about 1831. 

Jonathan lived in Seville, Medina County, Ohio in 1832. 


He purchased 33 acres from Justin Ely on 21 Nov 1835 in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 


He was listed on the tax rolls in 1836 in Parma, Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 
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Jonathan sold land being 2 acres to Jasper Kyser on 9 Mar 1837 in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 


He sold land being about 33 acres to Joseph Kilborn on 1 Sep 1837 in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 


He lived in Parma township, Cuyahoga County, Ohio in 1840. Jonathan Fisk was listed as a 
head of household on the 1840 census in Parma Township, Cuyahoga County, Ohio with 1 
male aged 60-69, 1 female aged 15-19 and 1 female aged 60-69. Jonathan Fisk was employed 


in agriculture. 


Jonathan died on 9 Apr 1857 at the age of 76 in New York, United States.

on the 1860 census. 


She died on 24 Oct 1862 at the age of 84 in Ontario Township, Knox, Illinois, United States. 
Mary was buried at Ontario Cemetery in Ontario, Knox, Illinois, United States.

Since I have used the ‘SAVED CRITERIA’ method of creating the group, I only have to click 
the REFRESH PEOPLE button to update the members of the group. This ability to refresh a 
group makes it easier to use these groups and to make sure the members reflect any newly 


added people. 
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As I’m in the process of updating my research of my 4th great grandparents, I’m wanting to 
use county histories to see if I can find biographies of a descendant that sheds more light on 
these 4th great grandparents. This process is easier because of the work of Linda Stufflebeam 
to create a list of the county histories for each state. While I know the surnames of my 4th 
great grandparents, I don’t know the surnames of all of the descendants of that couple. Nor, 
do I know which ones lived in a specific county. This is where RootsMagic’s group feature will 


prove valuable. 


I’m currently researching my RALSTON family line. Since Ralston descendants and my 
HAMMOND line lived in Knox County, Illinois, I had previously created a group. Since this 
group was created in a previous version of RootsMagic, it used the Free-Form method of 


creation.

Do you have photocopies of pages from county histories in your files? Have you ever tried to 


find those same county histories as a digitized version? 


While updating citations for my 3rd great grandfather, Phillip Andrew Mentzer, there was a 


very messy citation to the book, History of Woodson and Allen Counties. Not only do I have a 


photocopy of a couple of pages from the book, but I had transcribed that information into the 


messy citation. 


In hopes of crafting a better citation, I searched Google to see whether I could locate a digital 


copy of the book. And I found several.

Thus, I was able to create a new citation and copy/paste the transcription into this new 


citation. Unfortunately, I was not able to replace all of the old messy citations with this new 


more detailed citation.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. TO avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Based on my results today, my ancestral couple William G. Harding and Elizabeth Fowler 
have the most ThruLines matches. If I only look at my mother’s side of the tree, then my 


ancestral couple, Ozias Wells and Mary Kennedy have the most ThruLines matches. 


The second part of the prompt, Are They All Correct, is a challenge to answer. In my 
opinion, answering that question for this many matches is almost impossible in the few hours 
I allow for writing this blog post. I also believe that answering that question requires that I 


have done research on the descendants of these third great grandparents. 


Descendancy research is time consuming. However, I have done quite a bit of this research. 
Thus, my Ancestry tree contains many of these descendants. (Pictured is a view of 
descendants of my 2nd great grandfather, Washington Marion Crawford and his wife Mary 
Foster.) 
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So, I will try to answer the question about correctness based on my knowledge of my tree. My 


first observation is that matches that are in my tree are MISSING from my ThruLines report. 


Since I’ve been fortunate to have lots of close cousins test, I recognize their names in my list 


of matches and have many of them linked in my tree. 


When I look at my ThruLines report for Nelson G. Crawford, and work down to my great 


grandparents, it is obvious to me that I’m missing some identified matches. Hugh Judson 


Crawford has at least 2 descendants on my match list and Lois Elida Crawford has at least 3 


descendants on my match list. ThruLines currently only shows 1 descendant in each of these 


lines. Since all of these matches are linked in my tree, I would assume that they would show 


up on ThruLines. Thus, an obvious (to me) error.

Do you unknowingly have the same person in your tree twice? I have to admit that I likely 


have several duplicates in my tree. 


I recently read a blog post about a different approach to tackling descendancy research. In the 
post, Keeping on Track with DNA, in Jacqi Stevens A Family Tapestry blog, she comments 


about how she is using DNA to guide her descendancy research. 


9 9 That’s why I’ve developed a second, faster approach to provide 
information up front as needed. Rather than researching every single line 
of every sibling in each generation, I've used my DNA matches as my 


guide. 


After reading this post, I decided to try this with some of my unidentified common ancestor 
matches. I share 84 cM across 4 segments with one of those matches. When I look at how

Mary Rogers married my ancestor, John Reed in 1822 in Jennings County, Indiana. Over the 
years, I’ve been able to document that Mary Rogers was the widow of John Rogers and that 
her maiden name was BUCKLES. Mary Buckles is my 4th great grandmother. The fact that we 
share 84 cM suggests that we are more closely related than a half 4th cousin once removed

Since this particular match only has 7 people in their tree, figuring out how we are actually 


related might prove difficult. However, Ancestry is providing a HINT that likely helps figure 


out our relationship.

It is my hope that both of these features have been removed because of some programming 


issue. Thus, I’m also hoping that we will see a ‘new and improved’ version of both in the 
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future.

need to remind myself that ‘BETA’ means in development and that writing the code for these 
features will take a lot of time.

David Franklin Ralston was born on 28 Oct 1785 in Ireland. 
He emigrated in 1803 from Londonderry, Ireland aboard the Stafford bound for Philadelphia. 


He married Hannah Barr in 1810 in Worthing, Armstrong County, Pennsylvania. 
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He lived in Armstrong, Pennsylvania, United States in 1810. David Ralston was listed on the 


census with 1 male 16 thru 25 and 1 female 26 thru 44. 


David lived in Buffalo Township, Armstrong County, Pennsylvania in 1820. David Ralston 
was listed on the census with 2 males under 10, 1 male 26 thru 44, 3 females under 10 and 1 


female 26 thru 44. David Ralston was engaged in agriculture. 


He lived in Armstrong, Pennsylvania, United States in 1830. David Ralston was listed on the 
1830 census with 1 male 10-14, 1 male 15-19, 1 male 40-49, 1 female 5-9, 1 female 10-14, 2 


females 15-19 and 1 female 50-59. 


He lived in Buffalo Township, Armstrong County, Pennsylvania on 1 Jul 1840. David Ralston 
Sr was listed with 1 male 5-10, 1 male 20-30, 1 male 50-60, 1 female 15-20, 3 females 20-30 


and 1 female 50-60. 


David lived in North Buffalo Township, Armstrong, Pennsylvania, United States on 24 Sep 
1850. David Ralston was listed on the 1850 census as a 63 year old farmer with $1500 in real

Have you ever visited a museum to find something related to an ancestor on display? That 
was my situation quite a few years ago when going thru the Boot Hill Museum in Dodge City, 
Kansas. In their display, Wheat Comes to Kansas, they had a journal for the Ford County 
Agricultural Society on display. 


This journal was open to notes from a meeting held March 8th and oth in 1889. Knowing that 
I had both Crawford and Hammond families living in Ford county at the time, I evidently 


read the journal entry because I have a handwritten note stating the following: 


99 R. F. Hammond presented an essay “The profits of Sorghum for Feed and 
Syrup, which was very ably rendered by his son, Forest; responses by 


Crawford, Leidigh, Grantham & Henry 


My notes indicate that a newspaper clipping was pasted in the old journal. 


The words ‘newspaper clipping’ is a signal to me to search the Ford county Kansas 
newspapers for this clipping. Thankfully, Kansas newspapers up to 1923 have been digitized 
and are available on Kansas’ Historical Open Content. I was able to find an article about a 
Farmers’ Convention in the 21 Feb 1889 issue of the Dodge City Times. While I don’t have a 


copy of the journal entry, the newspaper article supports my handwritten notes. 
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Farmers’ Convention 


The Ford County Agricultural Association has decided to hold a 
convention in Dodge City on the 8th and 9th of March, for the purpose of 
mutual benefit in a practical senses, as is indicated by the programme. It 


is hoped that farmers and their wives will take hold of the matter in 


earnest. This can be made a source of profit as well as a source o pleasure. 


The greatest possible amount of happiness is what we, as farmers, are 
seeking for, and it will be largely increased if we can learn to do our farm 
work in a manner that is most certain to bring profitable returns. There 
are farmers in this county who have made a success of some one or more 
of the various methods used, or variety and kind of crops planted. In 
coming together as we have proposed, we can get the benefits of each 
others experience. We expect Prof. Shelton, of the Agricultural College, to 
be with us. His experiments for the past thirteen years ought to be worth 
something to all who hear him. The farmer or farmer’s wife that does not 
improve by the experience of others will certainly have a hard time 


solving all the various problems that confront them in this new country. 


We expect to spend from ten to fifteen minutes in reading a paper on the 
various topics, and then spend the remainder of the thirty minutes in a 
general discussion of the topics read, and the exercise interspersed with 
music. Begin now to prepare to come and read a paper or take part in the 


discussions, or both, and we will have a pleasant and profitable meeting.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. To avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

Fellow bloggers, do you ever feel like your posts about the history of your family are getting 
lost in the jumble of the Internet and not being read by family members? While I have regular 
readers of my blog and sometimes have posts shared by fellow genealogists, I don’t have 


much readership outside of the genealogy community. 


Thus, I was pleasantly surprised when I received an email from a CHRISTY relative 
discussing two of my 2022 Christy posts. This email came from the brother of John 
Frederick Christy. While researching Christy descendants, I discovered that John Frederick 
Christy died while serving in Korea. Curious about this cousin, I dug a little deeper and 
shared my research in my John Frederick Christy post dated January 4, 2022. This brother 
shared some additional details about John Frederick Christy’s death and burial. 


99 Fred’s body arrived home on Christmas Eve accompanied with an honor 
guard who my father, John Christy said he should go home and enjoy the 
Christmas Holiday with his family. I recall that my mother Pauline 
Moore Christy wanted to be sure it was her son that was in the casket so 
my father and my brother Russel removed the casket lid bolts in order to 
view the remains. The smell of a chemical, I assume it was formaldehyde, 
was quite strong. The body had been cleaned but we saw the wounds he 
suffer including the bayonet to the neck from an enemy soldier that 
actually killed him according to an Army buddy who survived the attack 


and talked with my parents several months later. 
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Fred’s casket remained at our house until it was taken to the church 
on Saturday after Christmas. The house awls filled with flowers from 
relatives and the entire community. He was buried at the Indianapolis 
Crown Hill Mausoleum because my Mother said “He died in the mud but I 


do not want him to be buried in the mud.” 


The second post discussed in the email was my Two Samuels post dated August 11, 2022. In 
this post, I discuss finding land records for Samuel Christy in Franklin County, Ohio and 
realizing that my ancestor was not old enough to be the land owner cited in some of these 


records. Again, my correspondent provided some additional details. 


99 the second Samuel was the uncle to my ancestor 


My ancestor is Samuel Henry St. George Christy (1819-1904) and his uncle is Samuel Christy 
(1780-1851) . I obviously did not look at the FamilySearch tree for an uncle! 


However, the best piece of information regarded the fact that my correspondent’s grandfather 
helped my great great grandmother, Rachel Elmeda Christy Ricketts move from Indiana to 


Yates Center, Kansas. 


99 My grandfather Ebenezer “Ebb” was a brother to your great great 
grandmother Rachel Elmeda Christy Ricketts. Ebb and his cousin William 
J “Bill” Gallimore helped the Rickets move their furniture from Indiana to 
Yates Center, Kansas. It took them 22 days using a team of mules to pull 
the wagon(s). Iam not certain of the year but it must have been after 17 
June 1877 when Charles Desmond Ricketts was born in Clinton County, 


Indiana and before the 1880 Woodson Kansas Census that show the 
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Ricketts and Ebb living with them. Ebb stayed there for several years and 
built the first brick front building in Yates Center. I do not know the year 
(1887/1888) he returned to Indiana but he married Lizzie Young in 
September25, 1888 in Indiana and lived there the rest of his life. 


Attached to the email were transcripts of TWO letters my great great grandmother sent back 


to Indiana. The first is dated 5 July 1895 and was written to Rachel’s brother, Ebb. 


July the 5" 1895, 
Dear Brother and Family 
| am ready to confirm to you that | have nelegted writing to you too long 
but | know you will forgive me, my thumb is not well yet. | was suffering 


terably with it when | received your letter encouraging me greatly by sending 


me such a nice tidy along with the news of my name sake and | am very proud of 
I hope she will grow up to be a good woman and a comfort to her parents. 

We went to Yates Center last night but we did not stay, our boys stayed 
they said it was pretty good. We came home in the rain we had a big rain. Hope you 
enjoy your selves on the fourth. 

Bell said tell you she has a boy that will beat your girl, and Artie has another 
boy. And Meda has a sow with six pigs. 

Bill Almond told us yesterday that Ann Hoback (Disboow) lives south west of us 
about ten miles. 

Bill Goff is a seventh day Adventist and works on the Lords Day. Edith has been 
baptized into their church. 

Bell calls her boy Roy. P. Artie calls hers Glen. May is hatching lots of 
chickens she has about 400, But they are dying. And Pear! and Bill are losing 
their chicks. Grant and Manford and Desmond cut a bee tree and brought it home 
and some one robed it. | have a lot of nice tame plums this year, last year | 
made five gallons of butter off of one tree. Lots of peaches this year. 

Why cant you come out this fall. There is plenty of people out here to visit 
And they all would like to see you. 

Jim and Desmond have been working the roads and they are now in for supper, and 
| must quit fir this time hoping to hear from all soon. 
Please excuse the bad writing and haste.

Centralia was saddened again Tuesday morning when MRs. Betty Jane Rettele received a 
message from Camp Carson, Colo., that her husband, Private A Adrian Rettele, had been 


accidentally killed at Camp Carson Monday afternoon about 4:00 o'clock. 
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Mrs. Rettele’s father, Roy C. McCaig, phoned to Camp Carson after receiving the message and 


the telegram was confirmed. 


The body was sent home under escort of Adrian’s sergeant, arriving in Topeka at 1:00 
Tuesday night, where they were met by Mr. McCaig, W. R. Popkess and W. R. Popkess, Jr., of 
Sabetha. The body was brought to the Popkess Funeral Home and later taken to the home of 


his mother, Mrs. Theresia Rettele. 


In his telephone conversation, Mr. McCaig was told Adrian had met his death in a cave-in. 
The sergeant gave the details of the accident. Soldiers were hauling dirt and were on the last 
load. The bank under which they were working gave way, pinning Adrian and two other boys 
under the dirt. The shovels were also covered and it was necessary for the other men to dig 
them out with their hands. The other two were saved. They were found near the front wheel of 
the truck. Adrian was found by the rear wheel and his position when found showed he heard 


the cave-in coming but could not get clear before he was hit. 


Adrian and his wife are the parents of a little boy, nearing eight months of age. Adrian had 
never seen his son, born since he had been at Camp Carson. He was looking forward to a 


furlough which he was expecting to get soon. 


A letter came from the chaplain telling of services held at Camp Carson for Adrian Tuesday 
morning and mass for him Tuesday evening. the chaplain also told of Adrian’s work there, 
how willing he was to help and how obedient to all demands put upon him. Also, the chaplain 
knew him personally from his attending church. Another letter came from his major with 
almost the same information, that he was one of his most willing workers. Adrian was in the 


medical corps. 


His world was bounded by his family and he spent hours writing to his wife, mother, brothers 
and sisters. Letters coming in Tuesday and Wednesday morning from him made the news of 


his death almost unbelievable. 


Funeral service are being held this Thursday morning from teh Catholic church in Kelly with 


interment in the cemetery there. Sincere sympathy from the community is extended to the 
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wife and family in their great loss.

Do you find land records confusing? Normally, I can follow land transactions and make sense 
as to who owned a parcel of land at a particular point in time. However, I found a deed in my 


Hiram Currey files that is challenging. 


On the surface, it appears Hiram Currey purchased almost 80 acres from Linus Scoville for 
$150 in 1836. This land was located in section 30 of township 11N of Range 9E. In March of 
1836, these two men, Hiram M. Currey and Linus Scoville, were in disagreement over another 
parcel of land: the South west fractional 

qr of Sec 5 town 10 North of Range 9 East. My previous, Land Dispute, post transcribes the 


documents related to the dispute. 


It appears that after losing the land to Linus Scoville, Hiram M. Currey purchased a different 


parcel of land from Linus Scoville.

Since Linus Scoville was the original land owner, I searched the Bureau of Land Management 
records to see if I could find a patent for the land. According to the patent, Linus Scoville 
made final payment for the land in 1848. Thus, the confusion! Linus Scoville sold the land to 
Hiram M. Currey in 1836 but received the patent for the land in 1848 when he made final 


payment. (More research of this land obviously needs to be done!)

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. To avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:
